TWO OF OUR VESSELS FOLLOW.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—A week’s | 


negotiations closed today by the tri- 
umphant purchase by the Navy De- 
partment in London of the two fine 
cruisers, Amazonas and Admiral Abreu- 
all, built and building at Elswick for the 
Brazilian government, Probably the offi- 
cials took more pleasure in closing up 


‘the business in this manner because 


of the knowledge that Spanish agents 
had been striving to secure these very 
ships, and that to Spain, it is said, 
they would be of much greater value 
in case of trouble, than to the United 
States. The mext question is how to 
get the ships home, and that has not 
yet been settled, according to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

The United States flag will be hoisted 
over the new ships within a week, prob- 


+ ably, and just as soon as the crew can 


be put aboard the Amazonas will start 
for the United States: The other vessel 
will follow at the aerliest possible mo- 
ment. The terms of sale are secret. 
The availability of two Brazilian ships 
was first brought to the attention of 
the Navy Department by Mr. Laine, 
agent of the Maxim*Nordenfeldt Com., 
pany, who was authorized to dispose of 
these ships building at Elswick and 
two others in course of construction in 
France. Mr. Laine said today that 
the two ships purchased would be a 
most desirable acquisition to the Ameri- 
can navy, as they were the latest and 
best products of the famous Armstrong 
yards. | 

One of the ships is complete in every 
respect; has her coal supply and am- 
munition on board, and steam can be 
raised at any time. There will be no 
trouble in bringing this ship across, as 
an adequate force from the local yards 
can be secured for the service. It is 
said the coal and ammunition on board 
passed with the sale to the United 
States. The ammunition is not of the 
kind in use by the American navy, so 
that the supply of ammunition is a 
necessary adjunct to the new ships. 
The other ship has been launched, but 
it will take some time to make her 
ready for sea. Mr. Laine believes, how- 
ever, that there will be no difficulty in 
bringing her over immediately if it is 
desired to make the move without de- 
lay, as the hull of the ship is so well 
along that she could be towed and her 
own sail-power utilized for the trip 
across. 

The two ships will be extremely val- 
uable additions to the United States 
navy in either war or peace, in the 
who ac- 
knowledges that they have been bought 
by the United States. They are steel- 
sheathed and coppered, with twin 
screws. The Amazonas is rated at 
3600 tons displacement, with an indi- 
cated horse power under natural 
draught, of 7000, which is calculated 
to develop twenty knots speed. Thus, 
while the ship is about the size of the 
Charleston, she is much faster. Her 
armament is also much more. formid- 
able, not so much in caliber, for the 
main battery is made up of six 6-inch 
guns, but these guns, as well as the 
4.7-inch guns, are of what is known 
as 50 calibers length, giving them 
an unusual range and power. In addi- 
tion to this they have ten six-pounder 
quick-firing guns, four one-pounders, 
four Maxim machine guns and two 
boat or field guns. The torpedo tubes 
are three in number. 

The coal capacity is 850 tons, giving 
her an effective steaming radius of 
8000 knots, a most valuable feature, in- 
asmuch as it would enable the ship to 
cross and recross the Atlantic

without coaling. Such a _ vessel, 


used as a commerce-destroyer, 
would be vastly effective 
than what appears to bé more power- 
ful crafts, because of their ability to 
get along on long cruises without 
touching in at neutral ports to coal, 
and thus exposing themselves to cap- 
ture. 

The cruisers carry no armor in the 
ordinary sense, but their machinery is 
protected from the fire of guns by an 


arched steel deck just below the water: 


line, varying in thickness from 1.2 to 
3.5 inches. The battery has an unusual 
train, being arranged to fire three 
ahead and three astern of the principal 
guns. 

A dangerous deficiency in the engi- 
neer branch . of the navy has been 
brought to light strikingly in the fact 
that it is searcely possible to secure 
a staff of engineer officers to bring 
back to the United States any of the 
ships purchased abroad. A short time 
ago, when orders were given to rusb 
the work of putting the cruiser Chi- 
cago in shape for active service. the 
engineer-in-chief proposed that he 
would have the ship ready in three 
months instead of six, as estimated. 
To do this he would work forces day 
and night, and to keep them at the 
work he would place an engineer of- 
ficer aboard the ship to stay there day 
and night. Passed Assistant Engineer 
Dixon was chosen for the work, but he 
had not been employed more than a 
week before it was found necessary to 
detach him in order to find an engi- 
neer Officer to act as a member of the 
board appointed to examine auxiliary 
cruisers. 

This state of affairs has been brought 
to the attention of the House Naval 
Committee, but so far, it is feared, 
without meeting that degree of success 
which it was hoped for in the shape 
of an amendment. increasing the num- 
ber of engineer officers in the service.

This statement was not made for puBe 
lication. It is the view held by Chaire 
man Hitt. who hes heretofore knowg 
the President’s mind better than any 
of his colleagues’ Information fron 
the same source is that the Presie 
dent is having Secretary Day prepare 
an omnibus bill of claims for indeme 
nity that he will have presented tq 
Spain before the month is over, accome 
panied by a peremptory request that 
this be answered categorically befordg 
May l. 

This biil-is to be an offset to Spain’g 
claim for damages on account of the 
filibustering expeditions that have gon 
to Cuba-from this country, presente 
in a tentative sort of way in Decembe 
of last year. That bill was in the fo 
merely of a suggestion that it off« 
set all the claims that have been pre«- 
sented in behalf of American: citizeng 
who have been imprisoned in Cuba og 
have had their property damaged og 
confiscated. There are a good many 
claims of this kind, but there are more 
that have not been presented than 
the number now lying in the Spanish 
Foreign Office. 

The understanding is that a demand 
for indemnity is to be made for each 
of the hundred or more citizens who 
were imprisoned and for the estate of 
such men as Dr. Ruiz, who were killed. 
Many of these demands have been 
pending for years, and Spain has said 
neither aye nor no. She has merely 
acknowledged their receipt, and hag 
given no indication that she intends tq 
act upon them. To procure actiog 
on these, either a refusal or an afe 
firmation of their justice is the firs§ 
objet. 
, The demand that the war cease is tg 
be separate from these others, but ig

BUT THE JUNTA WILL INSIST ON 
CUBA'S INDEPENDENCE, 


Palma Says the Proposition for 
Pacification Said te Have Been 

bd Offered by One Cahaltos is not 
Satisfactery—De Lome Talks, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, March 14.—J. M. Cabal- 
los, general manager of the Spanish 
Transatlantic Company, made the fol- 
lowing statement today: 

“I regret to see my name published 
in the morning papers in connection 
with negotiations looking toward peace 
to be established in the island of Cuba, 
and stating that I was acting with the 
full knowledge of the Sagasta ‘ministry, 
all of which I deny to be the case. 

*Whatever interest T may take in this 
matter is solely prompted by my desire 
‘to prevent a conflict between Spain and 
the United States, and to establish, if 
possible, a basis, as every true Ameri- 
can hopes to, that will give us peace at 
an early date, with honor for. all con- 
cerned.” 

Tomas Estrada Palma of the Cuban 
revolutionary party in this city today 
said that the proposition for the Cuban 
pacification reported to have een of- 
fered Wy Seflor Caballos, was not. “Sat- 
4sfactory to the junta, — 

“We will not consider any proposi- 
tion for the settlement of the war," ‘he 
said, “unless it is based upon the abso- 
lute independence ‘of Cuba. We are 
willing to pay Spain an indemnity of 
not more than $100,000,000. 
not satisfactory to Spain, we will con- 
tinue the war. Our resources are suffi- 
cient te do this, I will not receive 
Senhor Caballos unless he wants to treat 
on the basis of absolute independence.” 

When Seflior Palma was told. that 
Spanish 4's were selling in the London 
market at 52%. he replied: ‘I have re- 
cently sold some Cuban bonds at 60 per 
cent.” 

GUITERAS EXPLAINS. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 


PHILADELPHIA, March 14.—Dr. 
John Guiteras, the representative of 
the Cuban junta in this city, in an 


open letter today diScusses the pub- 
lished statements ‘that there is a proj- 
ect on foot to settle the Cuban question 
on a basis of autonomy. : 

“The plan,” says Dr. Guiteras, “‘sug- 
gests for’ Cuba all the privileges now 
enjoyed, by, Canada. L.cannot believe 
that such a plan is entertained by the 
United States government, and I feel 
that an appeal should be made to pub- 
lic opinion to pronounce itself against 
the consummation of such a sacrifice.” 

He holds that there are two reasons 
Why the plan of forcing autononiy 
should not be considered, because it 
would_not be right, and because _ it 
would not be possible. In support of 
the first reason, he*’says the English 
ag in Canada “means conciliation, pros- 
perity, progress; it means participa- 
tion in the grandest evolutionary move- 
ments in the human race,” -while in 
“Cuba the Spanish flag signifies “devas- 
tation, ruin, murder; it signifies par- 
ticipation in a movement of decadence 
and degeneration that has no paraflel 
fn history.” 

He then decleres that it would no: 
be honorable to insist that the Cuban 
people remain in any way dependent 

pon a government which has made 

€ystematic starvatio a procedure of 
‘war, and which, under @ military au- 
thority, has pursued a policy of exter- 
mination. He quoted the letter writ- 
ten by ex-Minister de Lome, in which 
he refers to him as Spain's trusted 
fepresentative, declaring the plan of 
autonomy to be a farce. 
+ Of his second reason he says: “You 
¢an wipe the power of Spain from the 
seas; you can crush the island and 
her people under your hand, but you 
eannot force autonomy on the people 
ef Cuba. Their contention. for separa- 
tion from Spain is too-just: the gap 
between them is too deep: the debt of 
dblood, failure and desolation is too 
Sreat, and there is mot a shadow of 
community of interests that can hold 
together that which everything. tends 
to disurupt. You can forte a temporay 
peace, but Spanish domination in any 
form, never. War wiht all its horrors 
will constantly recur.”

That was in accordance with the au- 
tonomist plan by which the Cubans 
themselves were given control of t heir 
tariff affairs. But in naming Senor 
Caballes, the Minister pointed out, his 
duties were to assist him as the Plen- 
ipotentiary of Spain. Whether ©a- 
ballos, on his own responsibility, 
made overtures is not known at the 
legation. He did not call there, and 
it is said that anything he may have 
dene was without consultation with 
of the Minister, which 
might give it the slightest binding 
weight upon the Spanish government.

“The autonomist cabinet with its 
internal dissensions has sunk com- 
pletel® out of sight. The political and 
military condition of Spanish sover- 
eignty today Is désertbed in-a single 
word. It is a condition of paralysis, 
and the United States is feeding -the 
starving inhabitants. Knowledge of the 
desperate situation apparently is nerv- 
ing the official classes to excite feeling

“The question has been raised 
whether, when the consular reports 
are transmitted to Congress, a de- 
monstration may not be made against 
the Consuls. This is not thought likely. 
One feason is that some time may 
elapse before the Spanish populace is 
allowed to have the full report of 
more than a few lines including .Sa- 
gasta’s denial that a ‘demand’ has 
been made for Lee’s recall.”

DIED OF APOPLENXY.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Senator 
and Mrs. Thurston were members of a 
Congressional party which left Fort 
Monroe March 2 for a trip to Cuba on 
the yacht Anita. The party had a 
stormy night off Hatteras, and put into 
Charleston. The trip was continued 
after a few days’ rest. The Anita first 
touched Cuba at Havana, and after- 
ward went to Matanzas and Sagua la 
Grande. 

Mrs. Thurston died of apoplexy 
When the yacht was entering port. She 
Was in excellent health when she left 
this city, having taken an active part 
in the annual convention of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, 
Which met here the week before her 
departure. 

Mrs. Thurston, before her mariage, 
was Miss Martha Poland, a niece of 
Luke Poland of Vermont, prominent 
years ago in the House of Represen- 
tatives. ‘She was born in Vermont 
a few years less than fifty years ago, 
and removed to Omaha with her par- 
ents nearly thirty years agoi She was 
married to Senator Thurston, who 
Was then a struggling lawyer, on 
Christmas day, 1872. They have three 
children, a seventeen-year-old son. 
who is now a student at Harvard (Co)- 
lege, and two girls, 14 and 12 tyears 
old, respectively, who are now in this 
city. Three children were buried. 

Mrs. Thurston took a great interest 
in her husband's public welfare. Dur- 
ing his campaign for the Senatorship 
she Was present. at seventy-four -of 
the seventy-six appointments which 


as a lawyer, appearing in court, even, 
with him as an assistant in several 
important cases. She was a brilliant 
woman. She did not have much time 
to devote to ‘social circles, as she di- 
rected the education of her children 
until they were of an age to enter the 
high school. She was a member of 
the Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and was re- 
ar el vice-president of the national 
ody. 

She had confided: to Mrs. Senator 
Gallinger, a strange  presentiment, 
saying she had written her son at 
Harvard certain desires to be carried 
Out in case of accident, and added:

agency. He said there was absolutely 
no difference of opinion among the 
Americans as to the cause of the dis- 
aster having been an external explo- 
sion. 

The insurgents, Col. Parker thought, 
were in better shape than ever before 
and would be able to accomplish their 
independence in time.

“Spider’’ Kelly, was seriously but not fatally 
stabbed last evening by Solly Smith, the 
pugilist, who was intoxicated. The affair 
took place in Kelly’s saloon, the Magnet, cor- 
ner of Eddy and Mason streets, and was the 
culmination of a lot of abuse given Kelly by 
Smith for no reason but that of a drunken 
man. 

Selly Smith entered the saloon, and meet- 
ing some friends, invited them to have a 
drink. Then Solly told the barkeeper to 
“chalk it up,’’ though he had a pocketful of 
money. He had played the trick several 
times at the Magnet, and when he ordered 
the second round last evening, ‘“‘Spider’’ Kelly 
said: ‘I'm getting tired of this, Solly. You 
have money and can afford to pay ‘for what 
you get. You can't have anything more un- 
til you pay.’ 


Smith said he had money, and slapped a 4 


dollar on the bar. The barkeeper took it and 
gave Smith 60 cents in change. Smith imme- 
diately demanded his dollar back, and began 
abusing Kelly in vile language. Kelly told 
him to leave the saloon, and not create a 


disturbance. 


Finally he went into an adjoining room to 
get away from Smith. The latter followed 
him in and made 4 pass at Kelly, who 
knocked him down and then put him out of 
the room, trying to quiet him. Kelly went 
to the end of the bar, and Smith made an- 
other rush at him, and the two wrestled on 
the floor. Kelly was more severe with him 
this time, and punished him until Smith 
begged to be let up. 

On his promise to behave himself, Kelly 
let him up and went behind the bar again. 
Smith went into an adjoining room quickly. 
While there he must have opened a pocket 
knife with a long blade. He came out quickly 
and, speaking to the barkeeper, asked him 
to let him look at his eye in the mirror, As 
the barkeeper stepped aside, Smith made a 
rush at Kelley, who was a few feet away. 
Solly drove an uplifted knife.at Kelly’s throat, 
but ‘‘Spider’’ threw up his shoulder. The 
knife out deep into the fleshy part of the body 
just back of the armpit.

A surgeon was summoned, and he dressed 
the cut, saying that while it would be painful 
for some time, there was little chance of its 
unless blood poisoning should 
set in.

RIOTOUS RECEPTION. 


Given the New Superintendent of 
Colorado Industrial School. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


DENVER, March 14. — [Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Mrs. Ursula K. Harrison of Chicago 
has an idea that she took charge of the State 
Industrial School for Girls this morning. The 
inmates have a different opinion. 

When it became known that a Chicago wo- 
man was coming out here to subdue the riot- 
ous youngsters, they decided to give her a 
reception. She got it. The home looks more 
like’ a chicken coop than a prison, and the 
wind and dust are whistling through it as if 
there never had been a sash in the windows. 
At least a dozen of the large windows are 
without glass. The doors are minus panels, 
and the stairs have only a rail to guard them, 
Havoc was played with the building, and the 
fixtures. 

Ten of the girls are in the City Jail. Nine 
o'clock this morning was set by Capt. Smither 
to step down and out, and Mrs. Harrison, the 
new superintendent of the home, was to take 
charge, Dr. Aylesworth, Mrs. Cooper and 
others of the board of control were present. 
All the girls were called into assembly-reom 
to be introduced to the new“superintendent. 

Then came the signal for the outbreak that 
had been planned. Twenty or more of the girls 
rushed upstairs to the second floor, some of 
the larger ones began kicking out rungs that 
supported the bannisters. One by one the rungs 
were loosened. The iron door at the head of 
the steps was shut and barred so the guards 
could not get at the girls, and then the latter 
played havoc. 

They went through the building and left 
wreck and ruin in their wake. As they came 
to the front of the building one of the six-foot 
glass windows was shattered. The girls got 
out on the balcony and ran around the build- 
ing. They took turns at smashing windows 
until they reached the rear of the building, 
Those who were left inside kicked the panels 
out of the doors. When a number of these 
had been destroyed, they started in on the 
dishes. 

Then the guards got at them and put a stop 
to the wrecking of the building. A hurry call 
was sent for the police. Capt. Phillips in 
charge of a wagon load of men responded. 
Policemen Haines and Hogan had been placed 
at the home early in the morning in expecta- 
tion of an outbreak. The girls paid no atten- 
tion. They did all in their power to prevent 
the outbreak, but the girls were too strong. 
An extra force, however, arrested ten. Mrs. 
Harrison, however, is undaunted. She de- 
clares she will subdue her riotous charges.

If Acquitted the Spiritualist Will

J. CHANDLER BRAMAN A 
CHRONIC FORGER. 


Mortgaged His Mother’s Property 
Under a Forged Deed and 
Skipped. 


‘A WILL FACTORY IN NEW YORK 


ARRESTED IN ALBUQUERQUE FOR 
LOS ANGELES POLICE, 
Had a Bogus Notarial Seal Made 
to Order—His Father Says 
He is a Hopeless 
Case. 


, Chief of Police Glass received a tele- 
gram from Albuquerque, N. M., yester- 
day evening, informing him of the ar- 
rest at that place by Sheriff.T. S. 
Hubbell of a young man wanted very 
much in Los Angeles at the present 
time. 

The prisoner is J. Chandler Braman, 
who left here several weeks ago at the 
head of the “Extravaganza Company,” 
a snide theatrical troupe that was go- 
ing to do some barn-storming in the 
Territories, but which went to pieces 
at the Needles, after narrowly escap- 
ing a bombardment of stale hen fruit. 
There are some kinds of.acting which 
even a Needles audience cannot stand. 

But it is not for his theatrical sins 
that J. Chandler Braman is wanted in 
Los Angeles. He has more serious 
things to answer for than mere barn- 
storming. Chief among his alleged 
crimes is forgery, and it is to answer 
for raising money on forged paper that 
he is to be extradited from New Mex- 
ico. 

A second telegram from Sheriff Hub- 
bell to Chief Glass yesterday evening 
stated that Braman was willing to 
waive all formalities and would return 
without making any trouble, but Chief 
Glass and his detectives do not pro- 
pose to take any chances with the fel- 
low. He has a record of crime behind 
him that will warrant the strictest 
precautions in dealing with him. Steps 
will be taken today, therefore, to obtain 
requisition papers from Gov. Budd, 
and a trusted representative of the po- 
lice department wilt, in a few days, 
start for Albuquerque, armed with the 


-full-authority of the law to brfng him | 


back. 

J. Chandler Braman came to Los 
Angeles some weeks ago and intro- 
duced himself to 8S. C. Hubbell, A. 
H. Judson and Will D. Gould, as the 
son of his father, Joseph B. Braman, 
attorney-at-law, commissioner of deeds, 
etc., No. 120 Broadway, New York. The 
elder Braman is an old-time friend of 
the gentlemen named, and is a man 
of high standing professionally and 
otherwise. The son brought no letters 
from his father, but his family § re- 
semblance was unmistakable, and he 
was so fair spoken that he was cor- 
dially received by his father’s old 
friends. 

Young Braman told Mr. Gould that 


-he was a lawyer, having been admitted 


to both the State and United States 
courts in New York, and that he came 
here to practice his profession. He 
asked for desk room in Mr. Gould’s 
office, which was cheerfully granted. 
Mr. Gould suggested that he be ad- 
mitted to the bar here at once, but 
Braman replied that he was. unac- 
quainted with the California code and 
that he first desired to familiarize 
himself with California practice before 
asking for admission. 

Young Braman made a’ bluff at 
studying law in Mr. Gould’s office for 
several weeks. Then he opened an of- 
fice of his own in the Hallett & Pirtle 
Block, corner of Third street and 
Broadway. This office was luxuriously 
furnished with stuffs sold to him on 
credit by various furniture companies. 
The W. C. Furrey Company supplied a 
steam heater for the office, also on 
credit. 

Having fixed himselfcosily, “Lawyer” 
Braman began to look around for 
business, of rather for victims. Cliehts 
did not fall over one another to get 
into his office, so the wily Mr. Braman 
began to look about for other methods 
of raising the wind. : 

It chanced that Braman’s mother 
some years ago invested in a piece of 
Los Angeles real estate adjoining Ely- 
sian Park.. Chandler essayed to nego- 
tiate a loan on this, but in order to 
mortgage it it was necessary for him 
to have title to the property in his own 
name. His mother had never deeded 
the property to him, but a little thing 
like that did not worry J. Chandler 
Braman. He just went to work and 
drew up a deed conveying the property 
to himself. The signature to this deed 
had to be acknowledged by a notary 
public or similar functionary, but even 
this proposition did not deter the fer- 
tile-minded Braman in his purpose. 
Happily for Braman, he had a wife in 
the city and county of New York, who 
was a sure-enough notary public. He 
could not trust her to acknowledge a 
forged deed for him, but her name 
stood him in good service. In order to 


get an approved notarial certificate to 


the deed, he simply went to the en- 
graving establishment of Thomas C. 
Dougherty, No. 208 West First street, 
and ordered a notary public’s:seal for 
Mary T. Braman, county and State of 
New York, who, he explained, was 
his sister, recently appointed a notary 
public, and he wanted to send the seal 
to her as a present. He gave the or- 
dér for the seal February 8. Two days 
later he called at Mr. Dougherty’s shop 
to see how the work was getting along, 


“| and asked permission to take a proof 


of the seal, to see whether it stamped 
the right name, etc. He had a piece 
of paper to try it on, which, unnoticed 
by the workman who let him try the 
seal, was a blank notarial certificate. 
The impression of the seal being thus 
obtained, it was an easy matter for 
Braman to fill out the certificate and 
sign his alleged sister’s name to it. : 

The bogus deed to his mother’s prop- 
erty being thus fixed up, Braman cast 
about for some one who would loan 
money on good real estate security. 
Learning that Ernest G. Taylor of No. 
412 Bradbury Block, had money to loan, 
he applied to him. Mr. Taylor is a 
real estate broker as well as a money- 
lender. The property which Braman 
pretended to own is easily worth $1500, 
and, the deed appearing to be genuine, 
Mr. Taylor readily advanced him $500 
and took a mortgage on the property. 

A few days later Braman organized 
his barn-storming company and left the 
city, but not before converting the 
furniture he had bought on credit into 
cash. He also stuck a First street job- 
printing concern for $20 worth of ‘post- 
ers advertising his show. 

Mr. Taylor, the unlucky mortgagee, 
and other creditors did not‘ feel un- 
easy until Braman’s father telegraphed 
from New York to a friend in this 
city, under date of March 1, “Please 
telegraph where Chandler is and what 
has happened.” 

This friend had noticed in the offi- 
cial records at the Courthouse that 
Chandler had mortgaged his mother’s 
property for $500. and gelegraphed his 
father to that effect. The”™elder Bra- 
man immediately telegraphed in re- 
ply: “Chandler’s mother declares she 
gave him no deed. Forgery. Notify 
parties interested. Mail certified copies 
deed and mortgage.” 

The friend thus addressed notified 


Mr. Taylor and others interested, and | 


then the search for the forger began, 
but he could not be located. The last 
heard from him he was at Phoenix, 
Ariz.. From that place he could not be 
traced, but he furnished a clew to his 
whereabouts himself, by writing te one 
of his father’s friends in this city from 
Albuquerque, under date of March 8, 
for a loan of $25, stating that he would 
soon return to Los Angeles and repay 
the loan. This man did not remit the 
$25. Having heard that young Braman 
was crooked and a fugitive, he gave 
the officers the tip where they might 
find him. Detective Hawley, who had 
been working on the case, accordingly 
asked Chief Glass to telegraph to the 
Sheriff at Albuquerque to arrest the 
fellow if still there. The answer came 
last evening that he was in custody. 
Detective Hawley will probably leave 
for Albuquerque in a few days to 
bring back the prisoner. Mr. Taylor 
has sworn to a complaint charging 
Braman with forgery. 


BRAMAN’S RECORD. 


Conducted a Bogus Will Factory in 
New York. 

The New York Journal of October 
20, 21 and 22, 1897, contains an exposé 
of J. Chandler Braman’s_ alleged 
crooked practices in that city. The 
Journal charges that Braman and a 
confederate named George M. Mc- 
Clure conspired to forge a bogus will 
in order to get possession of the estate 
of Elbert H. Bogart of Roslyn, L. L., 
who bequeathed before his death $100,- 
000 to charity, friends and acquaint- 
ances. They also had a mysterious 
connection with the will of Stephen C. 
Dimon, a rich bachelor who died in 
New York City, leaving property val- 
ued at about 00,000. The Journal 
says, in part: 

“Lewis M. Bayliss, a man 68 years 
old, charges that J. C.. Braman and 
George M. McClure tried to lure him 
to represent himself as an old friend 
of the late Elbert H. Bogart of Ros- 
lyn, L. I., and as a legatee of a false 
will to be uttered by them... This 
charge he makes in an affidavit. 

“The same men, Braman and Mc- 
Clure, some time ago, produced a doc- 
ument purporting to be-the will of the 
late Stephen C. Dimon, a rich and 
eccentric bachelor, naming Mrs. Mar- 
tha Keery, the woman who conducted 
«he house at which he lived, as his 
sole legatee. For $100 they surren- 
dered the document to Mrs. Keery’s 
attorney. It, proved to be merely a 
typewritten copy of a document known 
to be in existence, and of no vaule. 

“Braman represented himself to be 
an attorney-at-law. As a fact, he 
has not been admitted to practice. 
McClure is. said to be a chemist. A 
warrant for the arrest of McClure for 
contempt of court for failing to obey 
a process has been issued. The con- 
duct of. Braman is under consideration 
by the prosecuting officers.” 


How the Scapegrace Came to Leave 

New York. 

‘The New York World of December 3 
throws some light on Braman’s sudden 
departure from New York. It seems 
that he fled from the &mpire City di- 
rectly to Los Angeles. The World 
says: 

“Joseph C. Braman of No. 1453 
Broadway, a Commissioner of Deeds 
for Massachusetts, was removed from 
office yesterday by Gov. Wolcott on 
the ground ‘that there is good and 
sufficient reason for so doing.’ 

“For a man less* than twenty-five 
years old, Braman has succeeded re- 
markably well in duping the people 
of New York. Several years ago be

WHOLE OUTFIT. 


Quick Work by Detectives, Aided 
by a Shrewd Young Pho- 
 tographer. 


CROOKS CLEVERLY TRAPPED. 


PERFECT MOLDS AND SPURIOUS 
COINS SEIZED. 


Large Quantity of Goods RHought 
With Bogus Money Found in 
the Den—A Cleat 
Case. 


Last night, Detectives W. H. Anbie, 
J. J. Hawley and Paul Flammer caught 
a brace of counterfeiteers, who were 
trapped with their molds, crucibles, 
tools, counterfeit coins and other para- 
phernalia in a lodging-house at Third 
and Los Angeles streets. ) 

The men arrested are Ed Rogers, by 
occupation ostensibly a cook. ani IL. 
D. Armstrong, who has been driving a 
milk wagon around the city. 
came here from Portland, Or,

off and on for several years, 

The men have evidently—been mak- 
ing nickels, quarters, half dollars and 
dollars, and have undoubtedly passed 
many hundred dollars’ worth of the 
spurious coin. The molds captured 
show that Rogers, who was the ©o5un- 
ierfeiter, was no novice at the business. 
as they are not only perfect as mol ir. 
but turn out coins perfect in appear- 
ance even to the “milling,” that is the 
small ridges on the edge of the g»nuine 
coins issued by the government, wich 
to perfectly make on spurious coins has 
admittedly been the hardest tash of 
the counterfeiter for years. Rogers 
seems to hhave dicovered the secret. 

The rooms occupied by the men were 
filled with a miscellaneous assortment 
of goods of all kinds. Cigars in un- 
broken boxes, liquor in unopened I.t- 
tles, cloaks, shawls, silks and many 
other articles were found by the of- 
ficers, in addition to the counterfeiting 
outfit. The men had evidently been 
buying goods with the spurious coin 
they made, hoping to be able to sell 
good money.

tati p ng into circu 

ently too slow to suit Armstrong. a 
he looked about him for likely” 
of a fellow to whom he and his partner 
could safely intrust the spurious money 
and who would either spend it him- 
self and bring back good coin as 
change, or would find customers for 
the spurious coin, who would pay a 
little good money for a lot of the bad. 

A street fakir, who knew what was 
going on proposed to Henry Simmons, 
the photographer ‘in the Hall of. Indus- 
try, a scheme. to blackmail the 
counterfeiters out of $160 that one of 
them had in bank. Simmons said he 
could not go into the affair, but would 
introduce to them a crook who would 
take care of their case. Simmons came 
to The Times office with his story, and 
was taken to Chief Glass, who de- 
tailed the detectives to work with 
‘Simmons and trap the counterfeiters. 
Simmons took Detective Flammer to 
the rooms of Rogers and Armstrong 
and introduced him as the “crook” he 

ad spoken of. Flammer does not 
ook like a “crook” by any means, but 
he played .the part last night to per- 
fection. It then appeared that the 
counterfeiters wanted a confederate. 

After a short talk with the counter- 
feiters, Flammer asked to see some of 
the spurious coin they were making 
before he would agree to undertake to 
pass it. Rogers and Armstrong at 
once showed him dollars, halves and 
quarters that were not quite perfect 
in appearance. ; 

Flammer expressed himself as more 
than pleased and began to inquire as 
to how the coin was made. Then 
Rogers showed him the molds, made of 
plaster and modeled from the genuine 
coins. He also explained to Flammer 
how they had been accumulating goods 
by buying with counterfeit coin, and 
finally made a bargain with him to 
go in with them. 

All this time Detectives Auble and 
Hawley were within hail, awaiting 
the result of their comrade’s venture. 
Flammer made an excuse to Rogers 
and Armstrong to retire from the room 
for a minute_or two, and when he re- 
turned Auble and Hawley, went with 
him. 

Rogers and Armstrong were caught 
“dead to rights.’”’ as the police say, 
right in the midst of their molds, cru- 
cible, bad coins and plunder. 

The men made no resistance, and 
were brought to the station and locked 
up without being booked. Then the 
officers went back and brought to the 
station the evidences of their guilt 
and the goods stored in the room. A 
tent and camping outfit were found 
stored away in the room, and the offi- 
cers believe that Rogers and Arm- 
strong have been working in the coun- 
try, living in the tent, before coming 
to this city. 

There were dozens of spoons and 
forks in the room, and these were 
undoubtedly used to melt up with the 
metal, a sort of solder, which formed 
the basis of the counterfeit coin. 

Neither of the prisoners would talk 
last night except to curse Flammer 
and Simmons. It would be useless for 
them :o deny their guilt, as they were 
not only found in. possession of the 
counterfeiting outfit and the bogus 
coin, but had admitted they were 
making and passing the money. 

The capture is one which certainly 
reflects credit upon Simmons and the 
officers.

SOUTHERN LOYALTY. 

Senator Proctor of Vermont, who 
has just returned from a brief visit 
to Cuba, is quoted as saying that the 
most gratifying thing he met with on 
his travels was the splendid conduct 
and spirit of the Southern people. 
Senator Proctor further declared that 
it is “worth the total cost of all prepa- 
rations for war, to demonstrate what 
a sterling, loyal spirit is cherished 
throughout the South.” 

The New England Senator is right. 
The demonstration of Southern loyalty 
to the Stars and Stripes is worth to 
the nation the total cost of all the 
war preparations—and more. Not that 
there was really any pressing need for 
such a demonstration. For years 
there has been no reason to doubt that 
if the flag were menaced by a foreign 
foe, the men of the South would fly 
to its defense with as much alacrity 
as would the men of the North, of the 
East, or of the West. But it is super- 
latively gratifying to find, when the 
emergency ‘is actually upon us, that 
our expectations in this regard were 
more than justified. The men of the 

' South, in Congress and in private life, 

have been foremost in upholding the 

' hands of the President in the present 
emergency. If war should come, they 
will amply demonstrate that their pro- 
fessions of devotion to the banner we 
love. are something more than empty 

words. We know that our brothers 
of the South are good fighters; and 
our foes will learn it to their sorrow 
before the war—if there is to be war— 
is many weeks old. 

The men of the South made a ter- 
rible mistake thirty-seven years ago, 
when they fired upon the flag of their 
country at Sumter. But they paid 
dearly in blood and desolation for that 
mistake, or crime, or what you will. 
In no part of the country is the fact 
more fully recognized than in the 
South, that the attempt at secession 
was a colossal blunder. A generation 
has passed, and its lessons have served 
but to confirm and emphasize this fact. 
The awful memories of the civil war 
will never be wholly obliterated. But 
time has placed them in clearer per- 
spective, and we can now see plainly 
that the war, though it tested our sys- 
tem of government to the uttermost, 
added immeasurably to our strength 
and greatness as a nation. Out of the 
fiery furnace of that supreme ordeal 
came the pure gold of an indissoluble 
and impregnable Union, cemented by 
the blood, of heroes, and consecrated 
forevermore to the cause of human 
liberty. 

The issues of the war are the issues 
‘of a past generation. They exist no 
longer. The errors of the past are 
atoned, and the wrongs are forgiven. 
The bonds of brotherhood have been 
reéstablished between those who

THE OUTLAY JUSTIFIABLE. 

Whether the Cuban crisis results in 
a war with Spain or is settled by 
diplomacy, the extensive preparations 
for defense which the government has 
made within the past few weeks are 
fully justified by existing conditions. 
We have been careless beyond the 
limits. of prudence in the matter of 
our national defenses for many years 
past, and it is fortunate indeed that 
this carelessness has not cost us 
dearly. 

As one of the leading nations of the 
earth, the United States must be pre- 
pared to enact its part in the world’s 
history. We cannot expect to sit still 
forever in “splendid isolation,” refus- 
ing to exert our influence upon events 
which make ihe weal or woe of 
the human race. | While we should 
and will avoid-Lll unnecessary entan- 
glements, which might involve us in. 
the disputes of other nations where 
we have no direct interest, we cannot 
reasonably expect to maintain a 
selfish position of neutrality in all 
cases. Nor is it desirable that we 
should do so. We owe something to 
humanity, to enlightenment, to prog- 
ress, 

Under our system of government, 
popular freedom has attained its high- 
est development. Our nation stands 
as the best type and the most con- 
spicuous example of free government 
the world has ever seen. We can af- 
ford to lend our aid and to exert our 
influence in behalf of the oppressed 
whenever a fair occasion offers. We 
are absolutely without ambition for 
conquest. We have no desire nor in- 
tention to trench upon the rights of 
others. But as a great, and humane 
and enlightened nation, a moral ob- 
ligation rests upon us to take a promi- 
nent part in the affairs of the world, 


be exerted for the good of mankind, 
and, upon occasion, for the relief of 
those who suffer from misgovernment. 
and oppression. 

The case of Cuba is a case in point. 
We do not desire to annex the terri- 
tory of Cuba. The present population 
of Cuba is not qualified for assimila- 


though it may become feasible at some 
future time, is not feasible now. But 
it is unquestionably our duty as a na- 
tion to igtervene fn some manner to 
stop the inhuman warfare which is 
devastating and depopulating one of 
the fairest portions of the earth. We 
cannot, in justice to ourselves, to 
Cuba, and to humanity, remain insen- 
sible to the wail of suffering that 
comes up to us from the southern sea. 
It is hardly to be denied that we have 
already refrained longer than we 
should have refrained from decisive 
action. The time for such action has 
come, and it is a source of supreme 
satisfaction to know that we are pre- 
pared to meet the emergency, what- 
ever form it may take. | 

In order to enact the role which 
destiny has assigned to us in the 
drama of the nations, we must pro- 
vide ourselves with adequate equip- 
ment. It will signify but little to us 
that we possess unlimited power and 
resources, unless we possess, also, the 
instruments by which they . may be 
made available in emergencies. While 
adhering to our peaceful policies and 
methods, we must be prepared alike 
for offense and defense, if forced to 
the necessity for either or both. 

In our preparedness for emergencies 
lies the surest guaranty of peace. We 
must make ourselves feared as well as 
respected throughout the world. In 
this way alone can we achieve the 
highest good and exert the strongest 
influence in behalf of humanity. 


It is safe to assume that Emperor 
William never said, as printed in the 
dispatches on Sunday last: ‘‘What. I 


declare is that as long as William II 


is Emperor of Germany, the Yankees 
shall not take possession of Cuba.” 
But if he did, the eminent poet, 
painter, composer, and_ incidentally, 
monarch, need not worry. The Yan- 
kees do not want to “take possession 
of Cuba,” but they do want to see 
Cuba take possession cf herself, and 
if we are not to have that felicity 
shortly, then there is nothing in signs, 
Should Emperor William take any ex- 
ceptions to this, Uncle Sam will see 
him later.

Senate passed a considerable number 
of bills from the general calendar, 
among them being one to authorize 
the construction of eight new revenue 
cutters, not exceeding in cost the sum 
of $1,025,000.

HONOR TO THE DEAD. 


THE CITY HALL TO BE CLOSED TO. 
DAY AND TOMORROW, 


City Coeuncil Pays a Final Tribute 
to Gen. Rosecrans—Theater Signs 
Must Come Down—Another Elec- 
tion for Fire Department Bonds 
to Be Called. 


The session of the City Council yes- 
terday was devoted almost exclusively 
to the transaction of routine business, 
but as a result of former action by 
that body a number of the measures 
considered were of general interest 
and importance. In the absence of 
Deputy City Clerk Haskins, Capt. 
Hance acted as clerk of the Council. 
The reports of the several city depart- 
ments took up almost the entire morn- 
ing session. Most of these reports 
have been published heretofore. 

Among the first of them was the re- 
port of the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers with reference to their having re- 
scinded their former order prohibiting 


the pumping of oil within 350 feet of | 


the ‘Sisters’ Hospital. In spiie of the 
recommendation of the Board of 
Health, the Fire Commissioners  re- 
ported that there was no reason for 


‘the prohibition of the operation of oil. 


wells near the hospital, and requested 
the Council to sustain their action. 
‘fhe matter was referred to the special 
Committee on Oil, recently appointed, 
with instructions to report the facts 
to the Council at the next meeting. 

Replying to the resolutions which 
were adopted at a special meeting of 
the Council Friday, Carl F. Rosecrans 
sent to the Council the following let- 
ter. which was addressed to President 
Silver: 

“Allow me to gratefully testify to 


‘our appreciation of the kind resolu- 


tions of the gentlemen of the Council 
upon the death of my distinguished 
father, Gen. W. 8S. Rosecrans. 

“Your kind offer of the City Hall as 
a temporary depository for the body to 
lie in state from Tuesday to Wednes- 
day is accepied by the general's fam- 
ily with gratitude, as the most fitting 
place for the people to take their last 
look at the great commander who was 
ever their friend.” 

The letter was ordered filed, and Mr. 
Toll offered the following resolutions: 

“The body of the late Gen. W. Ss. 
Rosecrans will lie in state in the Coun- 
cil chamber of the City Hall through- 
out the day Tuesday, March 15, 1898; 
and, whereas, it is the profound desire 
ef all officers of this m@nicipality, to- 
gether with all other civie and military 
bodies. to show the greatest respect 
to the memory of our departed hero 
general; now, therefore be it 

“Resolved, that all departments of 
the city government be closed from 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning until 1 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, and be it fur- 

er 
iteiolved. that the members of this 
body pay their last respect to the 
honored dead by attending the funeral 
Wednesday forenoon in a body. 

The roll was called on these resolu- 
tions and they were unanimously 
approval of the resolutions 
President Silver announced that all 
members of the Council would be ex- 
pected to be at the Council Cham- 


ber this morning at 9:45 o'clock 
to receive the remains of Gen. 
Rosecrans. Later he appointed 


Councilman, Mathuss a3 a pall-bearcr 
to assist in bearing the remains fron. 
the undertaking es‘anlishment to the 
City Hall. All of the otber members 
signified their intention to be in the 
City Hall by the time the body arrived 
there, althouzh it was understoud that 
the reception would not be attended 
with any formality. 

With reference to the new contract

The revort of the Board of Public 
Works, nearly all of which has been 
published heretofore, contained a final 
paragraph by the approval of which 
Council declared itself opposed t 
the granting of special favor in the 
matter of street signs. Some time as: 
*H. C. Wyatt of the Los Angeles The- 
ater had petitioned the Council, asking 
that the theaters be exempted from the 
provision of the recently adopted erdi- 
nances ordering the removal of Sireet 
signs. The petition had been referrec 
to the Board of Public Werks, and it 
had since been buried there, no report 
being made upon it. A number o: 
other establishments objected to th: 
granting of the petition, claiming that 
its approval would amount to class leg 
islation. A special meeting was hel? 
By the board before the Council as. 
sembled, and a report was drafted, rec- 
ommending that the petition be doe- 
nied. This’ report was adopted and 
the result of that adoption will be that 
the theater signs must come down. Th: 
Chief of Police will be officially roti. 
fied of the action of the Council, and 
if the signs are not removed within 
reasonable time, they will be chopped 
down.

CITY HALL FIRE ESCAPES. 

Building Superintendent Stratton, to 
whom was referred the maiten of the 
construction of fire. escanes on the 
City Hall, submitted plans for four 
such efcapes. One is to be placed on 
the Broadway side of the building, 
two on the north side and one on the 
south side. The estimated cost of the 
improvement: is $650, which includes 
‘the erection of a standpipe, which 
could be used by the fire department in 
event of fire in one of the upper sto- 
ries of ‘the building. The report was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 


Afternoon Session. 


At the opening of the afternoon 
session the matter of the _ protests 
against the opening and widening of 
Hoover street between’ Seventh and 
Pico, was taken up as a special order 
of business. This matter had first 
been considered upon petition. of- a 
number of property-owners, who, how- 
ever, did not represent a majority of 
the property-owners. A long protest 
was presented against the proposition 
and it was expected that a number of 
the protestants would personally ad- 
dress the Council on the subject. Sev- 
eral of them were in attendance, but 
no opportunity was .given them = tc 
speak. A motion to continue the hear- 
ing until the next meeting was 
adopted. 

Another special order of business was 
the hearing of the petition of Clara 
R. Shatto, John S. Maltman and oth- 
ers for a franchise to operate an elec- 
tric railway on Hoover and oather 
streets. It was expected that there 
would be considerable opposition to the 
granting of this franchise, and had ii 
come to a vote yesterday the Counci! 
would not have been unanimous on 
the proposition. At the suggestion of 
Mr. Mathuss the matter was post 
poned for two weeks, during which 
time the members will personally in- 
spect the property which the proposed 
line will operate over. 

The petitions of the Westside Light- 
ing Company, and the Sunset Tele- 
phone and Telegraph companies tec 
ereet wires, which were approved as 
to form: by the City Attorney, were 
granted. 
_..With reference to the proposed es- 
tablishment of a numer-offire hy- 
drants in the annexed portions of the 
city, the following communication 
was received from the West Side Wa- 
ter Company: 

“Replying to your favor of the lth 
inst., containing a copy of the resolu- 
tion passed by the Counci’ of the city 
of Los Angeles on the ‘th of the pres- 
ent month, I am authorized to advise

gine-houses were approved. These 
nlans are the same as were adcpted 
oy the Council four months 2zg0, when 
the first bond election was held. Their 
approval is necessary to the legality of 
any election which may be called. The 
next step will be to adopt the ordi- 
nance of intention to call am election 
to ascertain the wishes of the people 
in the matter of issuing bonds to that 
amount, This ordinance will not be 
adopted until sufficient time shall have 
elapsed since the election of Decem- 
ber 7 to make the second election legal, 
an interval of six months being re- 
quired by law. 

MOTIONS ADOPTED. 

Mr. Blanchard moved that the City 
Engineer be instructed to prepare plans 
and specifications for a wagon bridge 
crossing Hollenbeck Park at Sixth

Mr. Grider moved that the City En- 
gineer furnish the City Attorney with

MUST ERECT SEMAPHORES. 

If the Southern Pacific Company 
obeys the instructions of the Council, a 
complete electrical block system will 
be established on its lines within the 
city. On motion of Mr. Grider the 
Council requested that company to es- 
‘tablish a system of electrical block 
signals within the city, the distance be- 
tween the blocks being not more than 
2000 feet.

GAS TO BE USED. 

An inquiry was made of the Council 
as to whether a more humane method 
of killing the impounded dogs than 
that of shooting them could not be 
adopted. Councilman Ashman stated 
that he had been informed that th 
pound-keeper was about to adopt the 
plan of suffocating the dogs by means 
of coal gas. This plan is followed by 
a number of Jarge cities. An air-tight 
pen is to be constructed, and after the 
dogs have been placed-in it, common 
illuminating gas is turned into it, and 
the dogs are soon smothered. 

President Silver, at the close of the 
afternoon session, specially requested 
the presence ofall members of the 
Council at the Council chamber this 
morning at 9:45 o’clock to receive the 
body of the late Gen. Rosecrans.

MUST PAY THEIR WORKMEN. 


_.Street Contractors in Arrears for 

Wages Will Get Na City Money. 

For several moeths Street Superin- 
tende:zit Drain has had trouble making 
street contractors pay their laborers, 
and, although the law does not give 
him direct authority to assist these 
workmen in the collection of their 
claims against dishonest contractors, 
he has succeeded by holding up the 
approval of their work, in compelling 
the payment of a number of the claims. 
The_largest demand that has been pre- 
sented to him came yesterday, when 
the proprietor of a First-street hotel 
gave him checks on Cc. L. McComb 
amounting to $153, which had been as- 
signed to him by men who had been jn 
McComb’s employ. A large number of 
the contractor’s laborers boarded at 
the hotel, and as their pay day was 
only once a month they’ took from 
their employer time checks for the 
work they had done, and these they 


turned over to the proprietor of the 
place in payment of their board. 
When these checks were presented to 


McComb he repudiated them. He ad- 
mitted that he had issued them, but 
positively refused to pay thg¢m, saying 
that he had assigned the contract and 
could not be forced to make the pay- 
ments. Apparently the hotel man had 
lost his money, but as a last resort he 
submitted the matter to Street Super- 
intendent Drain. ‘The 
aipon investigation that McComb had 
assigned the contract to Charles Lloyd, 
and that McComb was not legally 
bound by the time checks which he 
had issued, because he did- not possess 
any property which might be made 
subject to execution. Mr. Drain at once 
etified the assignee *of the contract 
hat unless the bills against the con- 
tractor were paid he would not accept 
the work that was being performed by 
him. If this does not secure the pay- 
ment of the bills, Drain will report the 
matter to the Council and will en- 
deavor to secure the support of that 
body in the collection of the wages of 
‘he laborers. The contract is for the 
opening and widening of West Adams 
street, and is a very important piece 
of street work. ‘i 


AN ALLEGED NUISANCE, 
Sixth Ward Residents in Arms 
Against a Vinegar Factory. 
Several residents of the Sixth Ward 
appeared before the Board of Health 
last evening to lodge complaint against 
the vinegar works of Charles J. Shep- 
nerd on Main street near Thirty-third 

street. 

They declared that the smell from 
the place was exceedingly offensive, 
ind that several cases of serious ill- 
ness had already been caused by it. 
Half a dozen residents of the neighbor- 
nood appeared in person to complain 
of the nuisance, and their statements 
were reinforced by a written protest 
signed by fifty or sixty citizens. It 
vas asserted that the annoyance had 
become so great as to impair the value 
of property inthe vicinity. 

Health Officer Powers said that he 
had received numerous complaints 
about the nuisance, and had notified 
Shepherd that it must be stopped. 

After some , discussion the board 
agreed to give Shepherd two weeks’ 
of grace tn which to bring his factory 
into a less objectionable condition. If 
he should not abate the nuisance in 
the time named, the Health Officer was 
‘-efructed to take legal action against 
him. 

.,ed T. Hughes, Meat Inspector, re- 
rorted that during the month of Febru- 
ary he made 245 inspections of meat 
markets, 5 inspections of chicken yards. 
5 6inspections of chicken-peddlers’ 
wagons, 63 inspections of poultry mar- 
kets, 23 inspections of calf-peddlers’ 
wagons, 6 inspections of meat-peddling 
wagons, 2 inspections of ‘slaughter- 
houses. The inspector condemned 325 
calves and 120 
chickens. 

The Milk Inspector, George Hooser. 


latter learned. 


reported that during February he made 
120 inspections of dairies and milk 
depots. One hundred samples of milk 
were tested. 

Dr. Powers suggested the importance 
of increasing the revenue of the Health 
Department in order to provide for gn- 
other inspector. To this end he advo- 
cated the imposition of a license fee 
upon milk wagons, of which about 800 
are now doing business in the city.

THE CRANDALL. CASE. 6 


ALL DAY YESTERDAY TAKEN TO 
OBTAIN A JURY. 


The Taking of Testimony Will Begin 


He Killed Jack Bowman at Bal- 
lona in Self-defense. 


The second trial of Frank Crandall 
for the murder of Jack Bowman at 
Baltona Beach began yesterday before 
Judge Smith. All day was consumed 
securing a jury, which was not com® 
pleted until long after the usual hour 
for adjournment. The taking of tes- 
timony will begin this morning. 

The prosecution is being conducted 
by Asst. Dist.-Attys. McComas and 
James, while W. H. Shinn and Earl 
Rogers..represent the defense. The 
former trial of Crandall resulted in a 
disagreement of the jury, the mem- 
bers standing six against six. ae 

Crandall’s plea will be self-defense. 
A few days before the killing Cran- 
dall, Bowman and Billy White had 
been camping together in a cabin at 
Ballona. They were visited there by 
some women, and a violent quarrel 
arose between Crandall and Bowman. 
The following cay Crandall came to 
this city and armed himself with a 
revolver. Then he returned to the 
camp at Ballona ostensibly to get his 
belongings, which he had left there. 
He met Bowman on the beach and 


after a brief conversation, the quarrel 


was renewed. Bowman, who was.a 
large man and much superior in 
strength to Crandall, seized Crandall 


by the shoulders, when the latter drew. 


a revolver from his pocket and shot 
him dead. Crandall then gave him- 
self up.to the nearest peace officer. 

After Crandall’s arrest, Amanda 
Fowiss, one of the women who was to 
be a witness for the prosecution, 
wanted to marry him, but Sheriff 
Burr refused 'to permit the ceremony 
to take place, since that would enable 
her to refuse to testify in the case. 
During the preliminary examination, 
however, the couple were clandestinely 
married in the courtroom without the 
knowledge of the magistrate or the 
Sheriff’s office, who had the prisoner 
in charge. 


A BICYCLE MAN’S METHODS. 


P. H Barke Gets into Trouble Over 
One of His Transactions, 

P. H. Burke. who runs a bicycle 
shop on East Second street, was ar- 
rested yesterday on’ a complaint 
charging him with petty larceny. He 
was taken before Justice Young and 
released on his own recognizance. 

The complaining witness against 
Burke is a man named Parker. He 
bought a wheel of Burke on the in- 
stallment plan. All the payments ex- 
cept the last one were made, and this 
one became delinquent. @&:nday Burke 
sent a boy out to Agricultural Park, 
where he knew Parker had gone, and 
told him to get the wheel. The boy 
did! as he was instructed, and, finding 
the wheel leaning against a fence and 
Parker not around, brought it away. 

When he missed his wheel, Parker 
went direct to Burke’s shop. He says 
Burke denied all knowledge of it, but 
demanded the payment of $15, which 
was still due. Before leaving, Parker 
looked around the shop and found his 
wheel. He then came to the District 
Attorney’s office and swore to.a com- 
plaint charging Burke with petty lar- 
ceny. Burke will have his trial next 
Saturday. 


A FOWL TRICK. 


Perpetrated During the Trial of n 
Chicken-stealing Case, 


A short time ago an old colored man 
named John Lennox, who owns a 
chicken ranch in the eastern part of 
the city, had one of his white neigh- 
bors arrested for poaching in his hen 
yard. It was Mrs. Hedwig Brose 
whom he accused of lifting his fowls. 

The case came to trial yesterday 
morining before Justice Young in the 
Township Court. John was present 
early. dressed in a long black coat. 
fitting the occasion if not the man, ard 
wearing the most sclemn expression 
on his face. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams acted as 
public prosecutor and Walter Haas 
represented the defendant. With 
proper dignity, John took the stand 
and told how he had been robbed by 
“dat lady,”’ pointing to Mrs. Brose. A 
coop containing three chickens was 
dragged around to the witness stand 
and he was asked if he could identify 
his fowls. Of course he could. ‘“‘Why 
I jes know every feather on them 
chickens,” he declared, stroking the 
frightened fowls as he dragged them 
cackling one after another from the 
box. 

Mrs. Mary Bullis was next called to 
the stand. She had formerly owned 
the chickens in dispute and sold them 
to John Lennox. It was an easy mat- 
ter for her to identify them. She was 
sure they were the same ons that she 
sold to the complaining witness. 

The defendant then took the stand. 
She explained to the court how she 
happened to go into John Lennox’s 
corral after her chickens. She has a 
few choice hens of her own on her lit- 
tle place near that of Lennex, and these 
have formed a strong attachment for 
a handsome “gentleman fowl” ‘that 
proudly holds forth in the _ colored 
man’s yard. In order to be with him 
they would leave their own home and 
go over to Lennox’s place. She found 
three of her hens over there one day 
and tried to drive them home. When 
they ran into Lennox’s hen-house she 


followed them there and caught them.

The chickens, which were the 
ones originally alleged to have been 
stolen had been left down in the base- 
ment, but were now brought into 
court. 
At this point the case collapsed. 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams facetiously 
rémarked that he thought a_ fowl 
trick has been played on the prosecu- 
tion, and moved to dismiss the case, 
which was promptly done.

AN INTERESTING POINT. 


Judge Allen’s Decision on an a 
portant Question of Law. 


' A decision was rendered by Judge 
Allen yesterday afternoon in a case 
entitled C. A. Canfield against Julia 
Hayward and Henderson Hayward. 
The point involved is the right of a 
pledgee of property held as collateral 
security to sell the same without notice 
and to buy it himself. The defendants 
held plaintiff’s note for $1550, payment 
of which was secured by a pledge of 
100 shares of corporate stock. The note 
provided that the holder might sell the 
stock, in default of the payment of the 
note, at either public or private sale, 
without advertising the sale, without 
giving the pledger any _ notice, and 
without making demand for payment. 
It also provided that, in case of sale, 
the holder might purchase the stock. 

The note was not paid when it be- 
came due, and the defendants went to 
an auctioneer at about 11 o’clock in 
the forenoon and made arrangements, 
with him to sell the stock at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon of the same day. The 
only notice given of the sale was a 
written one posted at the place of sale. 
At the hour appointed in the notice 
there was no one present but the auc- 
tioneer and Henderson Hayward, and 
upon the stock being offered for sale 
it was bought by the defendants. The 
court holds that such a sale conveyed 
no title, and that the defendants still 
hold the stock as pledgees, and gave 
judgment for the plaintiff. 

The plaintiff was represented by C. 
Cc. Wright, Esq., and the defendants by 
Clarence A. Miller, Esq.

Sheriff Burr Thought He Was Fined 
fer Contempt, but He Wasn't, 
George Barnett was before Judge 

Shaw yesterday on habeas corpus.

‘ This morning at 9:30 o'clock will be 
inaugurated the first impressive cere- 
mony connected ‘with the obsequies 
over thé remains,of the departed gen- 
eral who has passed away so full of 
years and honors.

The pall-bearer representing the city 
government will be Councilman Z. D.

The president was also authorized to 
appoint a delegation of eight members 
to attend the funeral, in carriages, on 
Wednesday, and he named the follow- 
ing: J..R. Newberry, John F.Hu 
phreys, O. T. Johnson, S. B. Le 
Robert McGarvin, G. J. Griffith, A. Ww. 
Francisco, Gibbon. Messrs. John- 
son’ and Griffith handsomely placed 
their carriages at the disposal of the 
delegatior® of eight for the occasion. 
The president informed the league that 
he had been appointed to act as one 
of the honorary pall-bearers, repre- 
senting the Twenty-third Ohio ‘Veteran 
Volunteers, of which Gen. Rosecrans 
was the first colonel. . 

A commitee on resolutions, consist- 
ing of the president, Gen. Charles For- 
man and A, W. Francisco, was .ap- 
pointed and authorized to draft and 
publish suitable resolutions and _ to 
transmit a copy of the same to the 
family of Gen. Rosecrans. The league 
then adjourned.

STRUCK WITH A CANE, | 


F. J. DAY OF IOWA ASSAULTED BY 
METCALF. 


The Trouble Arase Over the Admin- 
istration of a Dead Man's Es- 
tate—The Assailant Arrested, but 
Released on Bail. 


Fred J. Day of 


Henry H. Metcalf, who felled him with 
one blow of a heavy orange wood cane. 
The assault took place in front of 
Ebinger’s Café, at Third and ate 
streets, about 2:15 o'clock. 

Day and J. W. Conger, brother of 
Rev. E. L. Conger of Pasadena, and 
United States Minister to China Edwin 
H. Conger, were walking side by side, 
when Metcaif approached from behind, 
pushed Day aside and struck him a 
violent blow in the face with his cane. 
Day fell unconscious to the sidewalk, 
with blood spurting from a cut in the 
upper lip. 

A crowd soen gathered around the 
prostrate man, and Special Officer 
Frank Auble, who was passing by on 
an electric car, jumped off to see what 
the excitement was about. He pushed 
his way through the throng and as 
soon as he reached the injured man’s 
side, asked who struck him. Metcalf 
said he did, and volunteered to go to 
the Police Station with the officer. 

The patrol wagon was telephoned for 
and Day and Metcalf were both sent to 
the station. While in the wagon, Day 
recovered consciousness sufficiently to 
speak his assailant’s name. Metcalf 
was temporarily locked up and Day 
was put in the Receiving Hospital. 

Day had quite a sinking spell after 
he was in the hospital, and it was 
nearly an thhour before surgical attend- 
ance could be had. Police Surgeon 
Hagan could not be reached by tele- 
phone, so Dr. Hagadorn was called. 
He arrived at about 3 o’clock, but left 
without doing anything for the patient, 


made by Mr. Conger, who wanted to 
know if Dr. Hagan was not coming 
and if be might send for Dr. George 
L. Cole. Dr. Hagadorn told Conger he 
might send for whom he pleased, and 
left hurriedly to see another patient 
elsewhere. 

Mr. Conger then telephoned for Dr. 
Cole, who responded promptly, and Dr. 
Hagan also arrived about the same 
time. They found that Day’s injury, 
although painful, was not dangerous. 
His upper lip was cut clear through 
and his face was badly contused, but 
he suffered principally from nervous 
shock. About 5 ‘o’clock he was re- 
moved to the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Clara Jones, No. 427 East Twenty-fifth 
street. 
|_Metealf was not in jail long before 
his friends came to the rescue. Prom- 
inent among them were E. H. Lamme, 
Esq., and City Attorney Dunn. Mr. 
Dunn put up $100 cash bail for Met- 
calf’s release, Mr. Conger first having 
filed a complaint for battery against 
Metcalf in Justice Owens’s court. 

Mr. Metcalf refused to make any 
statment in regard to the assault or his 
reasons for striking Day. It is known, 
however, that the trouble arose over 
charges made by Day against Metcalf 
a short time ago, with regard to an 
estate. 

Mr. Metcalf would say nothirg to 
a reporter, but one of his friends 
said Day had maligned him outrag- 
eously and past all patience. 

Mr. Metcalf is well-known in social 
and business circles, and has always 
borne a good reputation during his 
residence in Los Angeles, as well as in 
his old home at Council Bluffs, lowa. He 
served with distinction in the Union 
army during the war of the rebellion. 
His friends aver that he had just provo- 
cation for chastising Day, whom they 

accuse of having slandered him grossly.

For nearly six hours yesterday the 


City Council devoted its attention to 
routine business, of which there had 
been an accumulation during the past 
few weeks. Official notification was re- 
ceived of the acceptance of the ten- 
der of the use of the Council chamber 
as a temporary repository for the re- 
mains of the late Gen. Rosecrans. As 
a mark of respect for the distinguished 
dead all offices in the City Hall will 
be closed from 10° o'clock this morning 
until 1 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

It was decided that no exception will 
be made in favor of the theaters in re- 
gard io street signs; and all signs in 
front of public places of amusement 
must come down. 

Preparations were made for submit- 


‘ting to the people a second time the 


proposition to issue $150,000 in Fire 
Department bonds, and an election for 
that purpose-will be called as soon as 
possible. Fire escapes are to be placed 
on the City Hall. 

The second trial of Frank Crandall, 
for the murder of Jack Bowman, began 
yesterday before Judge Smith. The 


. whole day was taken to obtain a jury.

HONOR TO THE DEAD. 


THE CITY HALL TO BE CLOSED TO- 
DAY AND TOMORROW. 


City Council Pays a Final Tribute 
to Gen. Rosccrans—Theater Signs 
Must Come Down—Another Elec- 
tion for Fire Department Bonds 
to Be Called. 


The session of the City Council yes- 
terday was devoted almost exclusively 
to the transaction of routine business, 
but as a result of former action by 
that body a number of the measures 
considered were of general interest 
and importance. In the absence of 
Deputy City Clerk Haskins, Capt. 
Hance acted as clerk of the Council. 
The reports of the several city depart- 


ments took up almost the entire morn- |. 


ing session. Most of these reports 
have been published heretofore. 
Among the first of them was the re- 
port of the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers with reference to their having re- 
scinded their former order prohibiting 
the pumping of oil within 350 feet of 
the Sisters’ Hospital. In spiie of the 
recommendation of the Boa of 
Health, the Fire Commissioners re- 
ported that, there was no reason for 
the prohibition of the operation of oil 
wells near the hospital, and requested 
the Council to sustain their action. 


The matter was referred to the special 


Committee on Oil, recently appointed, 

with instructions to report the facts 

to thé Council at the next meeting. 
Replying to the resolutions which 


. were adopted at a special meeting of 


the Council Friday, Carl F. Rosecrans 
sent to the Council the following let- 
ter. which was addressed to President 
Silver: 
“Allow me to gratefully testify 
our appreciation of e kind resolu- 
tions of the gentlemen of the Council 
upon the death of my distinguished 
father, Gen. W. S. Rosecrans. 

“Your kind offer of the City Hal as 
a temporary depository for the body to 
lie in state from Tuesday to Wednes- 
day is accepied by the general's fam- 
ily with gratitude, as the most fitting 
place for the people to take their last 
look at the great commander who was 

rer their friend.” 
«The letter was ordered filed, and Mr. 
Toll offered the following resolutions: 

“The body -of the late Gen. w. 8. 
Rosecrans will lie in state in the Coun- 
cil chamber of the City Hall through- 
out the day Tuesday, March 15, 1898; 
and, whereas, it is the profound desire 
ef all officers of this m@nicipality, to- 
gether with all other civic and military 
bodies. to show the greatest respect 
to the memory of our departed hero 
general; now, therefore be it 

“Resolved, that all departments of 
the city government be closed from 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning until 1 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, and be it fur- 

er 
ge Cr that the members of this 
body pay their last respect to the 
honored dead by attending the funeral 
Wednesday forencon in a body. 

The roll was called on these resolu- 


tions and they were unanimously 
dopted. 
approval of the resolutions 


President Silver announced that all 
members of the Council would be eX- 
pected to be at the Council Cham- 


ber this moerning at 9:45 o'clock 
to receive the remains of Gen. 
Rosecrans. Later he appointed 


Councilman Mathuss as a pall-Dearcr 
to assist in bearing the remains fron. 
the undertaking es'anlishment to the 
City Hall. All of the orber members 
signified their intention to be in the 
City Hall by the time tho body arrived 
there, althouch it was understoud that 
the reception would not be attended 
with any formality. 

With reference to the new contract 
for drugs for the city departments 
which had been referred to the sup- 
ply committee, the following report was 
made by that committee: 

“In the matter of advertising for, a 
new coniract for supplying drugs to 
the various departments of the cits 
government, we recommend that the 
various departments be instructed to 
furnish the City Clerk with a complete 
list of all the drugs, drug sundries and 
supplies procured from the drug houses, 
and that upon such list being furnished 
the City Clerk, he be authorized to ad- 
vertise for bids for furnishing said 
supplies for one year.” 

1 The Zanja Committe® to whom had 


to 


been referred the matter of the dispo- 
sition of the water supplying Hollen- 
beck Park, made the following report, 
which was adopted: 

“In the matter of piping the water 
that supplies Hollenbeck Park, which 
is now.running on certain streets, and 
the City Engineer's report in reference 
thereto, it appears to your committee 
that both the park and zanja depart- 
i ments will be benefited by such pip- 
ing, we therefore recommend that the 
proposition of the Park Commissione:: 
to furnish 1100 feet of 8-inch steel pip: 
be approved, and the balance of 1600 
feet be procured by the water overseer, 
making in all 2700 feet of pipe, the lay- 
ing to be done under the direction of 
the water overseer; the same iv be 
charged to the Zanja Depariment.” 

As soon as the Council was noted 
of the reason for the absence of Deputy 
City "Clerk Haskins, Mr. Mathuss of- 
fered the following resolution and 
moved its adoption: 

““Whereas, death has visited the home 
of Samuel M. Haskins, our respected 
clerk, and removed from this_life his 
beloved mother, Mrs. Frances B. Has 
kins; 

“Resolved, that this Council tender 
to the bereaved re'atives its «ineor 
Sympathy, and that as a token of its 
esteem the City Cierk he directed to 
spread these resolutions on the min- 
utes and that a copy of them be sent 
to the bereaved home.” 

The motion was 
adopted. 


THEATER SIGNS MUST GO. 

The revort of the Board of Public 
Works, nearly all of which has been 
published heretofore, contained a final 
paragraph by the approval of which 
the Council declared itself opposed t 
the granting of special favor in the 
matter of street signs. Same time age 
"H. C. Wyatt of the Los Angeles The- 
ater had petitioned the Council, asking 
that the theaters be exempted from the 
provision of the recently adopted ordi- 
nances ordering the removal of street 
signs. The petition h been referrec 
to the Board of Publig Works, and it 
had since been buried , no report 
being made upon it. A number of 
other establishments objected to th: 
granting of the petition, claiming that 
its approval would amount to class leg 
islation. A special meeting was hel! 
By the board before the Council as. 
sembled, and a report was drafted, rec- 
ommending that the petition be doe- 
nied. This report was adopted and 
the result of that adoption will be that 
the theater signs must come down. Th: 
Chief of Police will be officially noti- 
fied of the action of the Council, and 
if the signs are not removed within ; 
reasonable time, they will be chopped 
down. 


ORDINANCES ADOPTED. 

The City Engineer reported the fol- 
lowing ordinances, with reference to 
Streets, which were adopted under a 
Suspension of the rules: Final ordi- 
Nances establishing the grades of 
Fourteenth street from Starr street to 
Constance street; Fourteenth s:reet 
between Bush and Iowa streets, Main 
Street between Thirty-seventh and 
Slauson streets; ordinances of inten-

tion for a cement walk on Fourth 
Street from Olive street to Grand 
avenue, Palma street from Central 


avenue to Hemlock street, «ross and 
sidewalks at Castellar and College 
Streets, Castellar and Alpipe streets, 
Yale and College streets an Yale and 
Alpine streets;. ordinance of intention 
to establish the grade of New England 
street from Washington street to 
Twentieth street. All of the ordi- 
nances were adopted. 

The Committee on Bridges reported 
recommending thé construction of two 
bridges, one across the Arroyo Seco at 
Well street, and the other across the 
Los Angeles River at the Los Feliz 
road. The City Engineer was _in- 
structed to draw up the necessary 
plans and specification for the two 
bridges. 

On motion of Mr. Grider, the City 
Zanjero was instructed not to grant 
the use of any of the city ditches to 
persons residing outside the city lim- 
its. The reason for .this motion is 
that sales of water to persons outside 
the city have been made in such quan- 
tities that persons paying city taxes 
have not been able to secure what 
water they, desired, and needed. 

In the wéekly report of Health Off- 
cer Powers the construction of sewers 
on the following streets was recom- 
mended: First street from Boylston to 
Kern and Olive street from First to 
Second. The matter was referred to 
the Sewer Committee. : 

CITY HALL FIRE ESCAPES. 

Building Superintendent Stratton, to 
whom was referred the matten of the 
construction of fire escanes on the 
City Hall, submitted plans for four 
such escapes. One is to be placed on 
the Broadway side of the building, 
two on the north side and one -on the 
south side. The estimated cost of the 
improvement is $650, which includes 
the erection of a standpipe, which 
could be used by the fire department in 
event’ of fire in one of the upper sto- 
ries of ‘tthe building. The report was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 


Afternoon Session. 


At the opening of the afternoon 
session the matter of the _ protests 
against the opening and widening of 
Hoover street between Seventh and 
Pico, was taken up as a special order 
of business. This matter had first 
been considered upon petition of. a 
number of. property-owners, who, how- 
ever, did not represent a majority of 
the property-owners. A long. protest 
was presented against the proposition 
and it was expected that a number of 
the protestants would personally ad- 
dress the Council on the subject. Sev- 
eral of them were in attendance, but 
no opportunity was given them tc 
speak. A motion to continye the hear- 
ing until the next 
adovted. 

Another special order of business was 
the hearing of the petition of Clara 
R. Shatto, John S. Maltman and oth- 
ers for a franchise to operate an elec- 
tric railway on Hoover. and ather 
streets. It was expected that there 
would be considerable opposition to the 
granting of this franchise, and had ii 
come to a vote yesterday the Counci! 
would not have been unanimous or 
the proposition. At the suggestion of 
Mr. Mathuss the matter was post+ 
poned for two weeks, during which 
time the members will personally in- 
spect the property which the proposed 
line will operate over. 

The petitions of the Westside Light- 
ing Company, and the Sunset Tele- 
phone and Telegraph companies _ te 
erect wires, which were approved as 
to form by the City Attorney, were 
granted. 

With reference to the proposed es- 
tablishment of a number of fire hy- 
drants in the annexed portions of the 
city, the following communication 
was received from the West Side Wa- 
ter Company: 

“Replying to your favor of the 10th 
inst., containing a copy of the resolu- 
tion passed by the Counci" of the city 
of Los Angeles on the 7th of the pres- 
ent month, I am authorized to advise 
you that if the said resolution be 
modified to read as follows, the propo- 
sition will be favorably considered by 
this company, but not otherwise: 

“That the city provide thirty hy- 
Grants, to be placed and maintained 
by the West Side Water Company at 
the city’s expense, to be used for the 
purpose of fire protection only, and 
that the city pay for the annual use 
of said fire hydrants the sum of $40 
each, payable in four equal) quarterly 
installments, and that said number of 
hydrants be increased to forty at the 
same rate per hydrant and under the 
-same terms for instituting and main- 


taining said hydrants as soon as pipes

of said company of sufficient capacity 
are extended into the territory where 

A is desirable to locate said hy- 
rants.”’ 


Mr. Toll moved that the proposition 
of the company be accepted, which 
motion was unanimously adopted. 

The Turnverein Germania Society 
filed an application for a lease for five 
~ears of a portion of the reservoir site 
No. 5 for use as a target range, the 
renial being $5 per annum. ‘The lease 
had been approved as to form hy the 
City Attorney, and he recommended 
its passage.’ It was discovered that 


‘the society owed $15 as balance on a 


former lease of the same property. It 
was, therefore, ordered that the new 
lease be Geld up for one wee and the 
City Clerk instructed t» inake a 
demand upon the society for the rental 
due, 

ANOTHER BOND EL@UCTION. 

The first step toward again submit- 
ting to the people the propusition to 
vote bonds to the amount of $1o%,000 
for the improvement of the Fire De- 
partment was mace yesterday when, 
on metion of Mr. Tol, the vlens and 
specifications.for the proposed new en- 
gine-houses were approved. These 
plans are the same as were adcpted 
oy the Council four months ago, when 
the first bond election was held. Their 
approval is necessary to the legality, of 
any election which may be called. The 
next step will be to adopt the ordi- 
nance of intention to call an election 
to ascertain the wishes of the people 
in the matter of issuing bonds to that 
amount. This ordinance will not be 
adopted until sufficient time shall have 
elapsed since the election of Decem- 
ber 7 to make the second election legal, 
an interval of six months being re- 
quired by law. 

MOTIONS ADOPTED. 

Mr. Blanchard moved that the City 
Engineer be instructed to prepare plans 
and specifications for a wagon bridge 
crossing Hollenbeck Park at Sixth 
street, which motion was adopted. 

Mr. Grider moved that the City En- 
sineer furnish the City Attorney with 


the neessary description for a sixty- 


foot street on Hoover street from Sixth 
street to Seventh street, as per report 
of the Park Commissioners; also that 
the engineer establish the grade of 
Hoover street and Wilshire boulevard, 
which motion was adopted. 

Mr. Grider moved that the City En- 
sineer establish the grade of Twenty- 
eighth street from San Pedro to Trinity 
streets. The motion was adopted. 

MUST ERECT SEMAPHORES. 

If the Southern Pacific Company 
obeys the instructions of the Council, a 
complete electrical block system will 
be established on its lines within the 
city. On motion of Mr. Grider the 
Council requested that company to es- 
tablish a system of electrical block 
signals within the city, the distance be- 
tween the, blocks being not more than, 
2000 feet. The cause of this measure is 
that several narrow escapes from rear- 
end collisions have been‘had in the city 
during the past several months, ard 
Mr. Grider explained that some such 
precaution was necessary. 

GAS TO BE USED. 

An inquiry was made of the Council 
as to whether a more humane method 
of killing the impounded dogs than 
that of shooting them could not be 
adopted. Councilman Ashman stated 
that he had been informed that th 
pound-keeper was about to adopt the 
plan of suffocating the dogs by means 
of coal gas. This plan is followed by 
a number of large cities. An air-tight 
pen is to be constructed, and after the 
dogs have been placed in it, common 
illuminating gas is turned into it, and 
the dogs are soon smothered. 

President Silver, at the close of the 
afternoon session, specially requested 
the presence of all members of the 
Council at the Council chamber this 
morning at 9:45 o’clock to receive the 
body of the late Gen. Rosecrans. The 
Council then adjourned. 


MUST PAY THEIR WORKMEN, 


Street Contractors in Arrears for 

Wages Will Get Na City Money. 

For several moeths .S8treet Superin- 
tende:t Drain has had trouble making 
street contractors pay their laborers, 
and, although the law does not give 
him direct authority to assist these 
workmen in the collection of their 
claims against dishonest contractors, 
he has succeeded by holding up the 
approval of their work, in compelling 
the payment of a number of the claims. 
The largest demand that has been pre- 
sented to him came yesterday, when 
the proprietor of a First-street hotel 
gave him checks on Cc. L. McComb 
amounting to $158, which had been as- 
signed to him by men who had been jn 
MeComb’s employ. A large number of 
the contractor's laborers boarded at 
the hotel, and as their pay day was 
enly once a month they took from 
their employer time checks for the 
work they had done, and these they 
turned over to the proprietor of the 
place in payment of their board. 
When these checks were presented to 
McComb. he repudiated them. He ad- 
mitted that he had issued them, but 
positively refused to pay them, saying 
that he had assigned the contract and 
could not be forced to make the pay- 
ments. Apparently the hotel man had 
lost his money, but as a last resort he 
submitted the matter to Street Super- 
intendent Drain. The latter learned 
aipon investigation that McComb had 
assigned the contract to Charles Lloyd, 
and that McComb was not legally 
bound by the time checks which he 
had issued, because he did not possess 
any property which might be made 
subject to execution. Mr. Drain at once 
notified the assignee of the contract 
hat unless the bills against the con- 
tractor were paid he would not accept 
the work that was being performed by 
him. If this does not secure the pay- 
ment of the bills, Drain will report the 
matter to the Council and _ will en- 
deavor to secure the support of that 
body in the collection of the wages of 
‘he laborers. The contract is for the 
opening and widening of West Adams 
street, and is a very impertant piece 
of street work. 


AN ALLEGED NUISANCE. 


Sixth Ward Residents in Arms 
Against a Vinegar Factory. 


Several residents of the Sixth Ward 
appeared before the Board of Health 
last evening to lodge complaint against 
the vinegar works of Charles J. Shep- 
serd on Main street near Thirty-third 
street. 

They declared that the smell from 
the place was exceedingly offensive, 
ind that several cases _of serious ill- 
ness had already been caused by it. 
Half a dozen residents of the neighbor- 
nood appeared in person to complain 
of the nuisance, and their statements 
were reinforced by a‘ written protest 
signed by fifty or sixty citizens. It 
was asserted ‘that the annoyance had 
become so. great as to impair the value 
of property in the vicinity. 

Health Officer Powers said that he 
had received numerous complaints 
about the nuisance, and had notified 
Shepherd that it must be stopped. 

After some discussion the board 
agreed to give Shepherd two weeks'! 
of grace In which to bring his factory 
imto.a less objectionable condition. If 
he should not abate the nuisance in 
the time named, the Health Officer was 

“tructed to take legal action against 
him. 

..ed T. Hughes, Meat Inspector, re- 
rorted that during the month of Febru- 
ary he made 245 inspections of meat 
markets, 5 inspections of chicken yards, 
5 6 inspections of chicken-peddlers’ 
wagons, 63 inspections of poultry mar- 
kets, 23 inspections of calf-peddlers’ 
wagons, 6 inspections of meat-peddling 
wagons, 2 inspections of slaughter- 


houses. The inspector condemned 325 
pounds Of beef, 4 calves and 120 
chickens. | 


The Milk Inspector, George Hooser.

reported that during February he made 


120 inspections of dairies and milk 
depots: One hundred samples of milk 
were tested. 


Dr. Powers suggested the importance 
of increasing the revenue of the Health 
Department in order to provide for gn- 
other inspector. To this end he advo- 
cated the imposition of a license fee 
upon milk wagons, of which about 800 
are now doing business in the city. 


Special Council Meeting. 

« A special meeting of thé City Coun- 
cil will be held Thursday, at which 
time the members will hear a report 
of the General Citizens’ Committee on 
the work that is being done with refer- 
ence to the proposed new charter for 
the city. This commitee is composed 
of representatives of a number of la- 
bor and commercial organizations of 
this city, and its report will embrace 
what the organizations believe is the 
best plan for securing a new charter. 
It is probable that the report that will 
be made willbe referred to a special 
committee of the City Coung@il, of which 
the City Attorney will be made a 
member. Incident to the filing of the 
report a number of the members of the 
committee presenting it will address the 
Council.

THE CRANDALL. CASE. 


ALL DAY YESTERDAY TAKEN TO 
OBTAIN A JURY. 


The Taking of Testimony Will Begin 


Today—Crandall WHI Claim That. 


He Killed Jack Bowman at Bal- 
lona in Self-defense. 


The second trial of Frank Crandall 
for the murder of Jack Bowman at 
Balltona Beach began yesterday before 
Judge Smith. All day was consumed 
securing a jury, which was not com® 
pleted until long after the usual hopr 
for adjournment.’ The taking of tes- 
timony will begin this morning. | 

The prosecution is being conducted 
by Asst. Dist.-Attys. McComas and 
James, while W. H. Shinn and Earl 
Rogers gepresent the defense. The 
former trial of Crandall resulted in a 
disagreement of the jury, the mem- 
bers standing six against six. 

Crandall’s plea will be self-defense. 
A few days before the killing Cran- 
dall, Bowman and Billy White had 
been camping together in a cabin at 
Ballona. They were visited there by 
some women, and a violent quarrel 
arose between Crandall and Bowman. 
The following cay Crandall came to 
this city and armed himself with a 
revolver. Then he returned to the 
camp at Ballona ostensibly to get his 
belongings, which he had left there. 
He met Bowman on the beach and 
after a brief conversation, the quarrel 
was renewed. Bowman, who was. a 
large man and much superior in 
strength to Crandall, seized Crandall 
by the shoulders, when the latter drew 
a revolver from his pocket and shot 
him dead. Crandall then gave him- 
self up to the nearest peace officer. 

After Crandall’s arrest, Amanda 
Fowiss, one of the women who was to 
be a witness for the prosecution, 
wanted to marry him, but Sheriff 
Burr refused to permit the ceremony 
to take place, since that would enable 
her to refuse to testify in the case. 
During the preliminary examination, 
however, the couple were clandestinely 
married in the courtroom without the 
knowledge of the magistrate or the 


Sheriff’s office, who had the prisoner } 


in charge. 
A BICYCLE MAN’S METHODS. 


P. H Burke Gets into Trouble Over 
One of His Transactions, 

P. H. Burke. who runs a bicycle 
shop on East Second street, was ar- 
rested yesterday on a complaint 
charging him with petty larceny. He 
was taken before Justice Young and 
released on his own recognizance. 

The complaining witness against 
Burke is @ man named Parker. He 
bought a wheel of Burke on the in- 
stallment plan. All the payments ex- 
cept the last one were made, and this 
one became delinquent. &%:nday Burke 
sent a boy out to Agricultural Park, 
where he knew Parker had gone, and 
told him to get the wheel. The boy 
did'as he was instructed, and, finding 
the wheel leaning against a fence and 
Parker not around, brought it away. 

When he missed: his wheel, Parker 
went direct to Burke’s shop. He says 
Burke denied all Knowledge of it, but 
demanded the payment of $15, which 
was still due. Before leaving, Parker 
looked around the shop and found his 
wheel. He then came to the District 
Attorney's office and swore to.a com- 
plaint charging Burke with petty lar- 
ceny. Burke will have his trial next 
Saturday. 


A FOWL TRICK. 


Perpetrated During the Trial of n 
Chicken-stealing Case, 


A short time ago an old colored man 
named John Lennox, who owns a 
chicken ranch in the eastern part of 
the city, had one of his white neigh- 
bors arrested for poaching in his hen 
yard, It was Mrs. Hedwig Brose 
whom he accused of lifting his fowls. 

The case came to trial yesterday 
morining before Justice Young in the 
Township Court. John was present 
early. dressed in a long black coat. 
fitting the occasion if not the man, and 
wearing the most sclemn expression 
on his face.

She has a 
few choice hens of her own on her lit- 
tle place near thaf*of Lennex, and these 
have formed a streng attachment for 
a handsome “gentleman fowl” ‘that 
proudly holds forth in the colored 
man’s yard. In order to be with him 
they would leave their own home and 
go over to Lennox’s place. She found 
three of her hens over there one day 
and tried to drive them home. When 
they ran into Lennox’s hen-house she 
followed them there and’ caught them. 
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She didn’t want to steal anything, but 
just to take what belonged to her. 
The next witness was Walter Koener, 
a big Swede, who soon ruined Lennox’s 
case. He testified that the three 
chickens which John had examined so 
carefully and declared to be his own 
really belonged to himself.

INTERESTING POINT. 


Judge Allen’s Decision on an In; 
portant Question of Law. 


A decision was rendered by Judge 
Allen yesterday afternoon in a case 
entitled C. A. Canfield against Julia 
Hayward and Henderson Hayward. 
The point involved is the right of a 
pledgee of property held as collateral 
security to sell the same without notice 
and to buy it himself. The defendants 
held plaintiff’s note for $1550, payment 
of which was secured by a pledge of 
100 shares of corporate stock. The note 
provided that the holder might sell the 
stock, in default of the payment of the 
note, at either public or private sale, 
without advertising the sale, without 
giving the pledger any _ notice, and 
without making demand for payment. 
It also provided that, in case of sale; 
the holder might purchase the stock. 

The note was not paid when it be- 
came due, and the defendants went to 
an auctioneer at about 11 o’clock in 


the forenoon and made arrangements, 


with him to sell the stock at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon of the same day. The 
only notice given of the sale was a 
written one posted at the place of sale. 
At the hour appointed in the notice 
there was no one present but the auc- 
tioneer. and Henderson Hayward, and 
upon the stock being offered for sale 
‘'t was bought by the defendants. The 
court holds that such a sale conveyed 
no title, and that the defendants still 
hold the stock as pledgees, and gave 
judgment for the plaintiff.

President MeKinley and Others Send |. 


“Messages of Sympathy to the 
Dead Warrior’s Family—Fua- 
neral Arrangements. 


‘ This morning at 9:30 o'clock will be 
inaugurated the first impressive cere- 
mony connected ‘with the obsequies 
over the remains.of the departed gen- 
eral, who has passed away so full of 
years and honors. At that hour those 
who are to take part in conducting the 
body to the City Hall will assemble at 
the undertaking establishment of Orr 
& Hines at No. 647 South Broadway. 
The pall-bearer representing the city 
government will be Councilman Z. D. 
Mathuss. The county government will 
be represented by a member of the 
Board of Supervisors, not yet selected. 
The Chamber of Commerce will be rep- 
resented among the pall-bearers by E. 
F. C. Klokke, and the Board of Trade 
by J. J. Bergin. _The Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association will desig- 
nate a representative. The Free Har- 
bor League will be represented by 
Robert McGarvin. Col. H. G. Otis will 
represent the Twenty-third Ohio, and 
the citizens will be represented by Dr. 
John R. Haynes. 

At 9:45 o’clock, or as soon thereafter 
as all arrangements for the cortége 
can be perfected, the procession will 
move to the City Hall, escorted by a 
military guard appointed by Gen. C. 

. A. Last. 


The procession will be met at the 
steps of the City Hall by the Mayor 
and Council in a body, and escorted 
to the Council chamber, where the re- 
mains will lie in state today and to- 
night under Gear guard from 
Troop D, which will be relieved hourly 
throughout the day and night. So far 
as this part of the ceremony is con- 
cerned, the funeral will be strictly mili- 
tary. There will be no floral decora- 
tions at the City Hall other than potted 
plants and growing flowers. All floral 
pieces, and some very beautiful ones 
have been received, should be sent tc 
the undertaking rooms of Orr & Hines, 
and they will be placed upon the cas- 
ket after it is closed and during the 
services at the Cathedral. 

While remaining in the City Hall, the 
casket will be draped by the headquar- 
ters battle flag which the general so 


valiantly defended in the time of the 


country’s peril. The flag, which is tat- 
tered and riddled by many @ shot, and 
blackened by the smoke of powder and 
dust of the battlefield, bears the fol- 
lowing inscription: “Army of Western 
Virginia. Battle of Carnifex Ferry. 
Maj.-Gen. Rosecrans.” 

Upon the casket also will rest the 
sword presented to Gen. Rosecrans by 
the citizens of Cincinnati. The _ in- 
scription on ‘the blade is a sentence 


from an address made by Gen. Rose-+ 


crans. to the Legislature of West Vir- 
ginia in turning over to the civil 
authorities the government of the State, 
which Had, been under military con- 
The inscription is: 

‘“‘My mission among you is that of a 


_ fellow-citizen, charged by the govern- 


ment to restore law and order.” 
Upon the dead general’s breast will 


‘be pinned badges of the Grand Army, 


the Loyal Legion and the Army of the 
Potomac, and the Latare medal pre- 
sented to him by the University of 
Notre Dame. 

Before leaving the City Hall on 
Wednesday the casket will be closed, 
and will not be opened again until his 
comrades view his remains in Wash- 
ington, D. C., where they will be taken 
as soon as preparations are made for: 
the final interment, either at Arlington 
or Chickamauga. In the mean time the 


-remains will rest temporarily in Rose- 


dale Cemetery, where a vault has been 
kindly tendered for the purpose by the 
Cemetery Association.

STRUCK: WITH A CANE, 


J. OF IOWA ASSAULTED BY 


HENRY H. METCALF. 


The Trouble Arose Over the Admin- 
istration of a Dead Man’s Es- 
tate—The Assailant Arrested, but 
Released on Bail.

Fred J. Day of 


Bluffs, 
Iowa, was assaulted, on Spring- 
street yesterday afternoon by 


Henry H. Metcalf, who felled him with 
one blow of a heavy orange wood cane. 
The assault took place in front of 
Ebinger’s Café, at Third and Spring 
streets, about 2:15 o'clock. 

Day and J. W. Conger, brother of 
Rev. ‘E. L. Conger of Pasadena, and 
United States Minister to China Edwin 
H. Conger, were walking side by side, 
when Metcaif approached from behind, 
pushed Day aside and struck him a 
violent blow in the face with his cane. 
Day fell unconscious to the sidewalk, 
with blood spurting from a cut in the 
upper lip. 

A crowd socn «gathered around the 
prostrate man, and Special Officer 
Prank Auble, who was passing by on 
an electric car, jumped off to see what 
the excitement was about. He pushed 
his way through the throng and as 
soon as he reached the injured man’s 
side, asked who struck him. Metcalf 
said he did, and volunteered to go to 
the Police Station with the officer. 

The patrol wagon was telephoned for 
and Day and Metcalf were both sent to 
the station. While in the wagon, Day 
recovered consciousness sufficiently to 
speak his assailant’s name. Metcalf 
was temporarily locked up and Day 
was put in the Receiving Hospital. 

Day had quite a sinking spell after 
he was in the hospital, and it was 
nearly an hour before surgical attend- 
ance could be had. Police Surgeon 
Hagan could not be reached by tele- 
phone, so Dr. Hagadorn was called. 
He arrived at about 3 o’clock, but left 
without doing anything for the patient, 
because he took exceptions to remarks 
made by Mr. Conger, who wanted to 
know if Dr. Hagan was not coming 
and if he might send for Dr. George 
L. Cole. Dr. Hagadorn told Conger he 
might.send for whom he pleased, and 
left hurriedly to see another patient 
elsewhere. 

Mr. Conger then telephoned for Dr. 
Cole, who responded promptly, and Dr. 


Hagan also arrived about the samef 


time. They found that Day’s injury, 
although painful, was not dangerous. 
His upper lip was cut clear through 
and his face was badly contused, but 
he suffered principally from nervous 
shock. About 5 ‘o’clock he was re- 
moved to the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Clara. Jones, No. 427 East Twenty-fifth 
street. 

Metcalf was not in jail long before 
his friends came to the rescue. Prom- 
inent among them were E. H. Lamme, 
Esq., and,City Attorney Dunn. Mr. 
Dunn put up $100 cash bail for Met- 
calf’s release, Mr. Conger first having 
filed a complaint for battery against 
Metcalf in Justice Owens’s court. 

Mr. Metcalf refused to make any 
statment in regard to the assault or his 
reasons for striking Day. It is known, 
however, that the trouble arose over 
charges made by Day against Metcalf 
a short time ago, with regard to an 
estate. 

Mr. Metcalf would ‘say nothing to 
a reporter, but one of his friends 
said Day had maligned him outrag- 
eously and past all patience. 

Mr. Metcalf is well-known in social 
and business circles, and has always 
borne a good reputation during his 
residence in Los Angeles, as well as in 
his old home at Council Bluffs, lowa. He 
served with distinction in the Union 
army during the war of the rebellion. 
His friends aver that he had just provo- 
cation for chastising Day, whom they 
accuse of having slandered him grossly.

INSURANCE COMPETITION. C. 
H. Girdlestone, an insurance. agent of 
Los Angeles, writes as follows: 

“Agents are asked times without 
number why are rates so high in the 
United States as compared with rates 
on the same class of risks in forign 
countries. The answer is, that the 
excessive expense of doing business in 
this ‘country, not that the agent is 
overpaid for his labor, but millions of. 
dollars are paid annually to State 
superintendents. These departments are 
created or established by each State 
to make place for a political party of- 
ficial and this department is supported 
by fees and taxes imposed upon com- 
panies, which necessarily increase the 
east of insurance to the people at 
large, without benefit to any one ex- 
cept the political incumbent official. 
For this a remedy should be provided, 
and can be, viz.: Nationa] supervision 
over all the companies doing business 
in the United States. Action on the 
part of both the assured and of com- 
panies in this important feature of the 
fire insurance business will be hailed 
with joy. a 

“Why do all our best and strongest 
companies, home and foreign, form 
unions over the whole country? Nat- 
urally, the assured would suppose to 
keep up rates, as a non-union com- 
pany under quotes the union company. 
This is true in a few instances. For 
example, the non-union companies will 
only write a limited amount of the 
business offered and pick out a few 
of the best lines to write (at a small 
cut rates.) From 60 to 80 per cent. 
of the business they will not write at 
any price, hence the property-owner 
would: have no protection if it were. 
no: for union companies, whose man- 
agements are spending time and 
money for.the better protection of 
property and life by perfecting the 
towns and villages 
hy promoting waterworks, fire  bri- 
gades and departments, which the 
non-union companies take no part or 
mterest in whatever, but follow and 
make, if possible, the insuring public 
discontented without reasoning or con- 
sideration.”

The 
Sun says: 

“These port charges would amount to 
nearly $250 per trip in the case of the 
Mena. and are simply prohibitive un- 
der the present business conditions. 
The Pacheco, Which plies between here 
and Lower California ports, avoids 
these charges by sailing under the Ar- 
zentine flag, but the owners of the 
Mena will receive a subsidy from the 
Mexican government; and must there-: 


fere fiy that nation’s tlag from her 
peak. 
“On the other hand, American 


steamers aS Well as al! others can en- 
Mexican ports without extra 
charges at any time. The matter could 
probably be arranged by special enact- 
ment cf Congress even without a 
treaty, and a petition to this effect will 
no doubt be taken up by the Chamber 
of Commerce at an early date.”

“In this country, the stock of foreign 
and demestic wool in the hands of mills 
and dealers was estimated at 300,000,000 
pounds on January 1, 1898. But with all

Week, it cannot take long to use up the 
wool, And with diminishing clips in 
Australia, owing to the drought, and 
the loss of sheep and reduced produc- 
tion in South America and the Cape. 
there is every prospect that wool will 
command a good.market at fair prices, 
especially the long staple fine wools. 

“There will be.more difference in the 
prices of long staple and short Staple, 
defectiveand free wools. than there has 
ever been, owing to the fashion and 
Style of goods wanted.

Cer- 
tain it is that there was a very large cover- 
ing of short contracts which have been left 
open over Sunday on the belief that some new 
and dangerous developments were imminent 
in our relations with Spain. The firmness of 
prices was sustained to the close. This was 
a demonstration that the underlying strength 
of business conditions in the country would 
quickly bring about a recovery of prices 
upon any relaxation of tension over the Cuban 
case. Gold continues to be engaged abroad for 
import, today’s amount aggregating consider- 
ably over $4,000,000, The fall in the rate of 
exchange on Paris and Berlin and the relative 
steadiness of the rate on London indicates 
where the pressure for gold is being felt, and 
there was a response in the stiffening of the 
money rate in Paris and Berlin, Money is 
still moving to the interior from this point, 
and receipts of gold had no effect today in 
easing the money market. Over $1,000,000 will 
be withdrawn from the market tomorrow, and 
coliveyed into the treasury for the second 
payment on account of Kansas Pacific sale.

on.” 

After a pause the Marquis continued, 
slowly and impressively: ‘The news 
of the last few days indicates a crit- 
ical state of affairs elsewhere than on 
the western continent and we consider 
it only prudent to continue our prepar- 
ations for the national defense wh#h 
we had the forethought to begin a long 
time ago. 

“I hope the people of the United 
States will not take offense at Japan’s 
unwillingness to part with these cruis- 
ers. I have always appreciated their 
kindly feelings for Japan. The United 
States is the nation above all others 
where public sentiment controls the 
national policy and for that reason I 
wish to have the people there*under-” 
stand that Japan retains the Kasagi 
and Chitose, not from a lack of will- 
ingness to oblige the United States, but 
because she needs them herself.”

BALLOON EXPEDITION 


ABOUT TO START IN PURSUIT OF 
AERONAUT ANDREE, 


Party of Seven Will Man This Rescue 
Balloon, Which is the Largest 
Ever Constructed and Best 
Equipped—In Charge of French 
Aeronauts, | 


NEW YORK, March 14.—According 
to advices received from Paris, the 
‘largest and best-equipped balloon ever 
constructed is being made ready for 
a journey to the North Pole, and the 
rescue of Aeronaut Andree. It will 
be in charge of the famous \French 
aeronauts, Louis Godard and Edouard 
Surcof. The most original feature of 
this balloon will be a system of ten 
small reservoir balloons. It will be 
much larger than that used by Andree, 
and will be called La France. It will 
be capable of remaining sixty days in 
the air. 

The whole party will consist of seven 
persons. These will be made up of the 
chief of the expedition, three aero- 
nauts, one meteorologfst, one explorer 
and one physician. Louis Godard will 
be chief, Edouard Surcof its first aero- 
naut and M. Cordt second aeronaut. 
M. Godard has the following to say: 

‘I believe Andree lives and may be 
in need of help. That he has not been 
heard from for six months does not 
dishearten me, and the example set by 
this worthy son of the intrepid vikings 
should spur us to action. His provi- 
sions in the’ balloon probably became 
exhausted, and if we can avert it the 
crime of allowing this heroic man to 
endure the torturing hell of a lingering 
death by slow starvation must not oc- 
cur. The balloon I mean to use for 
this expedition will be stronger and 
bigger than Andree’s. : 

“We will go by” sea to Spitzbergen, 
then we shall religiously investigate 
every foothold in the firm hope of find- 
ing our Scandinavian brother.

power, heating and lighting. One of the 
Trustees desired certain amendments to the 
resolution as offered, and the debate thereon 
took up nearly an hour's time, resulting in 
the amendment in a modified form being 
added to the resolutions. : 
The resolution of intention to grant_ the 
franchise to the San Gabriel kiectric Com- 
pany was passed and the clerk instructed to 
advertise it. The resolutious embody the fol- 
lowing chief points of interest to Pasadenans: 
The poles shall not be erected less than one 
hundred feet apart; the life of the contiact ‘Is 
twenty-five years; the poles shall be painted 
and placed in alleys wherever practicable; no 
poles shall be erected between Marengo ave- 
nue and De Lacy street on Colorado street; 
work must be begun within three months from 
the granting of the franchise, and within 
e‘ghteen months $10,000 must be expended; 
the city reserves the right to order the poles 
down and the wires piaced in conduits. at 
the end of ten years, or previous to that time 
if all other electric companies are ordered to 
place their wires in conduits. It was on the

NON-PARTISAN “ADDRESS.” 

Some weeks ago the Non-partisan Taxpay- 
ers’ League of San Bernardino County avop.ed 
an “address,’’ which has been circulated for 
signatures among the members, but the de- 
tails of which have just been given to the 
general public. The document appears to be 
largely an attack upon one man—Assembly- 
man Goff of this city—who wants to be re- 
elected. ! 

According to the address, the league was 
organized for the purpose “of reducing taxa- 
tion and making such changes in the civil, 
political and penal codes as would simplify 
all actions at law, and at’ the same time sur- 
round our body politic witlt safeguards to 
the public treasury.’’

Hence the address, which concludes 
with resolutions which will be submitted to 
the several county political conventions for 
adoption. The resolutions oppose the acts of 
the last Legislature affecting the improve- 
ment of streams, declare that ‘four-year terms 
are too long, and demand a reduction of sal- 
aries of county officials.

The Fiesta Committee of Thirty met 
yesterday and received from the Exec- 


utive Committee a report on a plan for 


the fiesta of 1898. The programme re- 
ported is as follows: 

“Tuesday evening, May 3-—Fancy 
dress masquerade ball at Hazard’s Pa- 
Vilion, 

“Wednesday afternoon—A_ = grand 
masquerade in the streets of Los An- 
geles, 

“It has been the aim of previous 
executive committees to incorporate 
one new event at least in each fiesta, 
and the event recommended here, while 
not original with Los Angeles, prom- 
ises to be an interesting one which 
might become very popular. The idea 


will be to hold a general masquerade’ 


on the streets, say between 2 and 5 
p.m., and, if possible, have the maskers 
appear suddenly upon the streets at 
a prearranged sjgnal. Prizes to be of- 
fered for best-sUstained characters and 
for groups or clubs’ participating. 
Bands to be stationed at various points, 
and ultimately a grand march of mask- 
ers around the business portion of the 
town. 

“Wednesday evening—Concert, 

“Thursday afternoon—Races and ath- 
letic sports at the racetrack. The suc- 
cess which this event may have is 
foreshadowed in the excellent result of 
the fiesta races given last year, and 
conducted solely by the chairman of 
the Floral Committee, who, single- 
handed, and with a limited amount of 
attractions, made a very substantial in- 
crease for the fund during a time when 
the people had not given themselves up 
to recreation. Your committee believes 
that by incorporating this event into 
the regular programme of 
and placing the matter in c 
hands, a very attractive enter 
can be given.

As previously de- 
cided by your committee, the receipts 
from the attendance on this evening 
are to be given to the Associated Char- 


ities, in order that the sick, helpless 
and needy may receive some benefit 


‘from our week of carnival. 


“Friday—Floral day. commit- 
tee feels that too much labor cannot be 
expended upon making this event the 
most beautiful ever witnessed, and will 
devote its energies to that end. 

“Friday evening—Water carnival at 
Westlake Park. This entertainment, 
us last year, 
proved a* genuine surprise, and by 
many has been considered the most 
beautiful of the whole fiesta, it being 
givén to the people without cost of any 
character. Your committee hopes this 
year to enlarge and improve this event 
and increase its present popularity. 

“Saturday morning—Your commitee 
is now in consultation with the Schoo] 
Board with a vie to repeating the 
beautiful ceremony of last year, when 
the Queen received the school children 
of the city, and they in turn were pre- 
sented with a souvenir of the occasion 
and brought floral tributes to Her 
Majesty. This event proved a grand. 
success last year, and while it gave the 
children recognition, it did not demand 
of them or the teachers the fatigue of 
a long, and probably hot, march. 

“Saturday night—Your committee 
feels that this subject is a very grave 
one, and involves such a large question 
of policy that they will leave the mat- 
ter open for discussion by your body. 

“Your committee further begs to re- 
port that work on the floats is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily, and that the 
parade will be equal to any heretofore 
given. 

“Your commitee is now in communi- 
cation with the Navy Department, en- 
deavoring to secure the presence of a 
number of United States marines and 
sailors, as has been the custom during 
the two previous fiestas. They have 
also taken steps to secure Westlake 
Park for the water carnival, and have 
the general work on many of the vari- 
ous events, including street decora- 
tions, well started.”’
